LACKS TREASURY FIGURES | 


80 He Does Not Indicate How Big 
Cuts Could Be, but Would Slash 
as Much as Possible.

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., July 7.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge announced today as his 
taxation policy a general reduction of 
normal, surtax and inheritance taxes. 

President Coolidge was without the 
final estimates from the Treasury 
which would justify him in forming any 
definite opinion as to how far the nor- 
mal and surtax schedules in the revenue 
bill might be cut, but he does favor re- 
' ducing both. He thinks that perhaps 
the 40 per cent. maximum surtaxes can- 
not be reduced much below 25 per cent., 
although he is willing to agree with | 
those who would reduce them to 15 or 
18 per cent. if the surplus permits. 

As to inheritance taxes, with the max- | 
{mum at 40 per cent., President Cool- 
idge is definite in his opinion that they 
ought to be reduced, holding that in 
many cases they are confiscatory. It is 
his view, however, that the Federal 
Government cannot repeal the inher- | 
ftance taxes at present, but that they 
should be gradually extinguished. 

Before he left Washington Mr. Cool- 
fdge had a talk with Chairman Green of 
the Ways and Means Committee, when 
his general views were expressed. Mr. 
Green told him that the Ways. and 
Means Committee would meet early this 
Fall so as to be able to report a tax 
revision bill soon after Congress con- 
venes in December. 


Wants All thé People to Benefit. 


President Coolidge wants 4 tax reduc- 
tion which will reach practically all the 
people, with some relief to the small | 
taxpayer paying 2 per cent. as well as 
the taxpayer whose income is affected 
by the higher brackets. As to the small 
taxpayer who has a family of two chil- 
dren, and pays a tax of about $35 a 
year, he thinks that what this taxpayer 
is most concerned with is the continu- 
ance of his salary of $5,000 a year, and 
productive activity which will assure 
prosperity. This taxpayer, in the opin- 
jon of Mr. Coolidge, wants to see the 
large taxpayer, affected by surtaxes, 
get relief and employ his money in in- 
dustry. That is the thing aimed at by 
the President—relief of the large tax- 
payer, enabling him to employ his 
money in industrial enterprises and 
withdraw it from non-taxable securities. 

Until he has the final Treasury esti- 
mates President Coolidge would not 
venture to give specific figures for the 
different schedules. He wants to see 
the normal taxes cut as far as the needs 
ef the Government will permit. But his 
greatest concern is with surtax charges, 
which he contends mean more for the 
prosperity of the country. 

What Mr. Coolidge desires in the next 
revision of the tax bill is a system of 
taxation that will get the largest col- 
lection without injury to business. He 
wants Congress to work out the best 
system of taxation that can be devised 
for the encouragement of business and 
the collection of the largest amount of 
taxes possible with the least dislocation 
of industry and commerce. 


Pleased by Foreign Debt Action. 





a The President expressed satisfaction 
today over the negtiations by France 
and Belgium for the funding of their 
war debts to the United States. He 
feels that the action of these countries 
fs going to have a good effect upon 
their home policies and will tend to 
make American bankers more willing to 
float loans abroad. 

No action has been taken as yet by 
Mr. Coolidge towards placing a heavier 
coast guard against the rum-runners off 
‘the New England coast. The informa- 
tion available here last night that he 
had requested General Andrews to be- 
come active against the rum row visible 
from the piazza of White Court was 
premature, it was said. He admitted 
that he did contemplate going into this 
matter, feeling at present, however, that 
the officers charged with prohibition en- 
forcement should do their duty in the 
matter. 

The information }n official circles here 
last night was that he had already 
acted. Apparently his course had been 
decided upon last night, but the Presi- 
dent is delaying his action to see what 
the Treasury and enforcement offices 
will do without any specific orders from 
him. 

Secretary Weeks will have recovered 
sufficiently to return to his duties as 
Secretary of War by September, ac- 
cording to information received by the 
President. Mr. Weeks is expected to 
resign about that time, his friends de- 
claring that he will not resume his du- 
ties for any length of time. 

There was no comment forthcoming 
from the President on the attacks made 
by ‘the English press upon his Cam- 
bridge speech.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The per- 
mit granted by Lieut. Col.. Sherrill, 
Commissioner of Public Buildings 
and Parks, to the Ku Klux Klan 
to use the Washington Monument 
grounds for a “monster’’ gathering 
on Aug. 8 .had iPs reaction today 
in an application by the Rev. George 
H. Lawson of Matawan, describing 
himself as ‘‘anti-Klan candidate for 
Governor of New Jersey,”’ for per- 
mission to hold a ‘peaceful anti- 
Klan gathering’’ at the same place. 

Lieut. Col. Sherrill denied the ap- 
plication on the ground that the 
anti-Klan meeting was to be of a 
political character such as is pro- 
hibited by the regulations of the 
Federal Government concerning pub- 
lic parks. 

These regulations, it was explained, 
were taken literally from the Fed- 
eral statutes, the appropriate regula- 
tion reading: 

“‘The making of any harangue or 
public speech or the uttering of loud, 
threatening, abusive or profane lan- 
guage is prohibited.’’ 


CHAMBERLAIN PRODS 
BERLIN ON SECURITY 


Intimates in Emphatic Terms 
Early Favorable Reply to 
French Note Is Expected. 


RESENTS NEW DICKERING 


Efforts Resumed by Germans 
to Get League Exemptions and 
Versailles Treaty Changes.

LONDON, July 7.—Foreign Minister 
Austen Chamberlain has sent Foreign 
Minister Stresemann a note couched in 
in which it is stated 
British Government expects 
Berlin to make an early favorable reply 
to the French security note. 

Mr. Chamberlain informs the German 
Government that his statement in the 
House of Commons relative to the evi- 
dent good faith of Germany was based 
on the belief that Berlin would meet the 
Allies at least half way for opening 
negotiations in time to provide for the 
entry of Germany into the League of 
Nations during the Assembly meeting at 
Geneva in September. 

It is understood to be the inference of 
the note that if recent pessimistic re- 
ports concerning the German attitude to- 
ward the allied conditions are exact the 
British Foreign Secretary will not be 


| able in his appearances before the Com- 


mons to continue to exalt German good 
faith. 
Wants Note Shown to Hindenburg. 


It is understood that Mr. Chamberlain 
suggests that Dr. Stresemann show his 
note to President Hindenburg. 

Back of this action by London lies the 
fact that between the dispatch of M. 
Briand’s note and Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech in the Commons on security, the 
indications sent to London by the Brit- 
ish Embassy in Berlin were very opti- 
mistic. Mr. Chamberlain evidently ex- 
pected quick favorable action by Ger- 
many. Later indications from Berlin 
were not favorable to the continuation 
of optimism as to Berlin's attitude. 

Of course it is easy for the Germans 
to say that since the Allies took four 
months to answer Germany's proposals 
of last February Berlin i s entitled to 
take a few weeks to think it over. Yet 
the Germans are now talking against 
numerous terms of M, Briand’s note, 
which, being approved by Mr. Chamber- 
lain, really set forth the basis on which 
England and France were ready to 
negotiate with Germany. 

The Germans have gone back to their 
demand to attach to their application 
for League membership special privi- 
leges, notably exemption from duties 
under Article XVI. of the Covenant. 
They oppose France's claiming the right 
to approve and guarantee an arbitration 
treaty with Poland. They wish assur- 
ances against the Allies taking sanc- 
tions in case of further German de- 
faults in the terms of the, Treaty of 
Versailles. They want to liquidate the 
Versailles treaty and get a fence be- 
tween themselves and France behind

DAYTON, Tenn., July 7.—William 
Jennings Bryan arrived in Dayton to- 
day to direct the prosecution of John 
Thomas Scopes for teaching evolution 
and ten minutes after he landed in this 
little town he was walking down the 
main street in his shirt sleeves, with 
helmet protecting his bald head from 
the Summer sun. 

Incidentally, Mr. Bryan confessed to- 
day that the inheritance of acquired 
characteristics had played some part in 
his own life, for he inherited his bald- 
ness and his handwriting from his father. 
Once upon a time the elder Bryan 
signed his firm name “Bryan & Kegge”’ 
to a letter and when the reply came 
back it was addressed to ‘Barrell & 
Keg,’’ which the ardent advocate of 
grape juice related with many chuckles. 
As Mr. Bryan carefully made correc- 
tions in cd@pies of a speech which he 
made tonight he laughed at his pen- 
manship and said he would give the 
copies out to the impatient reporters on 
the theory of “‘the survival of the fit- 
test.”’ 

Altogether, Mr. Bryan was in good 
humor. He had béen met at the ‘sta- 
tion by about 300 -people, 50 ‘of -whom 
were reporters and photographers, had 
been paraded up the main street in an 
automobile, had shaken hands with all 
those on the side of the prosecution 
and some interested in the defense, had 
had a long talk with the lawyers with 
whom he will be associated, had been 
interviewed, had an ice cream soda in 
the drug store, and made a speech at 
a dinner in his honor. It was Bryan 
day, for there was no other distinguished 
visitor in town. He even looked at the 
court house where he will declaim 
against evolution, sitting far back from 
the road behind a green lawn and trees, 
and pronounced it good. 


Cheered on His Arrival. 


When he stepped from the train which 
had brought him on the last stage of 
his long journey from Miami there was 
a cheer from the assembled townsfolk 
and three local clergymen. He met 
F. R. Rogers, at whose bungalow he 
will stay while in Dayton; Sue and Herb 
Hicks, J. G. and Ben McKenzie and 
Wallace Haggard, all of whom will be 
associated with Mr. Bryan and E. T. 
Stewart of the Attorney General's office 
in the case against Scopes. Dr. John R. 
Neal, tired and covered with dust, with 
a two days’ growth of beard, after his 
long night journey over the mountains 
from Cookeville, where he tried to get 
a Federal injunction against the State 
prosecution, also stepped up and gripped 
the Commoner's hand. 

The pith: helmet was the most con- 
spicuous thing in the automobile proces- 
sion that wound its way up the street 
to the Rogers home, with the exception 
of a large truck bearing a model of a 


Florida house, which edged its way into | 


the line three cars behind Mr. Bryan. 
Big signs on its sides shrieked the good 
news about Tampa, which is on the 
other side of the peninsula from Mr. 
Bryan's favorite spot, Miami, where real 
estate is also a marketable commodity. 
He noticed it and smiled with the look 
of one who could afford to be mag- 
nanimous. 

When he reached the Rogers home he 
stood on the steps, surveyed the crowd 
of photographers and townspeople be- 
fore him, and exclaimed with satisfac- 


tion: 

“This is the day I have been waiting 
for."’ 

After his conference with the Hicks 
brothers and the visit to the drug store 
Mr. Bryan strolled through the streets,

D. Rockefeller will celebrate his eighty- 
sixth birthday tomorrow on his estate 
at Pocantico Hills, almost in the same 
manner as he spends every weekday. 
He will play a round of golf in the 
morning, have dinner with his family 
at noon, and in the afternoon he will 


listen to an organ recital in his home. 

The following message was given out 
at the Rockefeller home tonight rela- 
tive to his condition: 

“Mr. Rockefeller is well and full of 
good cheer, and is full of gratitude for 
all the blessings that the coming year 
holds out for him. He will spend the 
day quietly with members of his family 
about him.” 

John D. Rockefeller Jr. and his fam- 
ily will be at Pocantico Hills for the 
birthday dinner, at which Mr. Rocke- 
feller Sr. has promised to have a big 
birthday cake. 

The organ recital will be given by the 
Rev. John M. Furman, head_of the Irv- 
ing School in Tarrytown, who was in- 
vited by Mr. Rockefeller after hearing 
him play at the First Reformed Church 
on Sunday. 


Many requests have been made for 
photographs of Mr. Rockefeller, but he 
denied them all, saying that he posed 
for so many recently in Florida that he 
did not think new ones were necessary. 

Those who have played golf with Mr. 
Rockefeller recently say he is not only 
playing the best game of’ his career, but 
a remarkable game for a man of his 
age, having more power than ever in 
his drives and making excellent ap- 
proaches. On Monday he made nine 
holes in 48 and his friends insist he is 
the best 86-year-old golfer in the world. 

A friend of Mr. Rockefeller has told a 
new story about him. They were play- 


ing golf on Mr. Rockefeller’s estate the 
other day when one of the estate wag- 
ons came along with all the wheels 
creaking loudly as Mr. Rockefeller was 
preparing to make an approach shot. 
He paused until the wagon creaked past 
and then threw back his head and 
laughed. 

‘‘Look at my wagon,” he said. ‘‘Every 
wheel is creaking for need of oil, and 
I’m supposed to be the oil king!"’

Many Americans Abandon French War Brides; 
Paris Press Assails Growing Number of Cases

PARIS, July 7.—The newspapers of 
Paris are beginning to sermonize on the 
numerous cases of recent development 
wherein French wives have been 
abandoned by their American husbands 
whom they married during the war. In 
the last month in this city some thirty 
women have complained to the authori- 
ties of having been deserted by Ameri- 
can husbands and consequently having 
no means of support for themselves and 
their children. 

Most of these wives had been living 
in the United States until their hus- 
bands offered them a ‘‘vacation’’ in 
France so that they might visit their 
relatives. They took advantage of the 
offer, but once the ocean rolled be- 
tween them and their mates the wives

for Broad Research Into All 
Causes of Conflict. 


SEEKS ANTI-PEACE GERMS 


And Then Their Antidotes— 
Has Pershing’s Backing on 
Drafting Wealth in Wartime, 


Bernard M. Baruch, former Chairman 
of the War Industries Board, has pro- 
vided a fund of at least $250,000 for a 
three-year study into war profiteering 
as a cause of war and the possibility 
of preventing war by ‘‘taking the prof- 
its out of war.’”’ This was announced 
yesterday by Owen D. Young, former 
member of the Dawes Commission, and 
now Chairman of the Board of Trus- 
tees, Walter Hines Page School of In- 
ternational Relations, Johns Hopkins 
University. 

The investigation will be carried on at 
Johns Hopkins and at foreign univer- 
sities. At its conclusion all the infor- 
mation will*be assembled in an interna- 
tional clearing house and a report 
made. When the research will begin 
will depend upon when the authorities 
of Johns Hopkins open the Page School 
which will administer the fund for Mr. 
Baruch. 

“The exact amount of Mr. Baruch’s 
gift,"’ said Mr. Young, ‘‘will be deter- 
mined by thé actual costs of the studies, 
but it insures a comprehensive research 
requiring three years to complete and 
estimated to cost between $250,000 and 
$300,000. 

“This will provide one of the great 
constructive researches into practical 
peace measures that are to be a dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of this school. 
Passive hope for world. peace must 
give way to active search for the facts 
upon which to base a constructive pro- 
gram. The Page School is designed to 
provide the machinery of research to 
ascertain all the facts which may lead 
to war or impair the peace, 

“Obyiously, the first task of the 
school is to diagnose the diseases that 
destroy world peace. Of these war is 
the most infectious, as well as the most 
dreadful. Our hope is by patient 
studies to find the germs of this dis- 
ease, isolate them and discover anti- 
bodies to combat them. For example, 
does there exist a possible contributing 
cause of war in the possible war profits 
of industry, and if so, how can such a 
cause the offset or eliminated? 

“Mr. Baruch’s fund provides for a 
research into one specific cause of war 
and into one specific remedy. Other 
funds, for researches into other causes 
of war and other causes of peace, are 
in process and will be announced as 
they mature. 

Would Put Lid on Jingoism. 


“Trustees of the Page School had 
pondered Mr. Baruch’s frequently pub- 
lished statement, based upon his expe- 
rience as Chairman of the War Indus- 
tries Board, that ‘in a similar emer- 
gency there ought to be not alone a 
mobilization of man power but of things 
and dollars.’ Not only was this meas- 
ure necessary to war-time efficiency, 
but, as Mr. Baruch has often pointed 
out, it would also be a powerful agency 
toward preventing war, because the de- 
votion of the earnings to war would 
‘take the profit out of war,’ and the 
taking of profit out of war would re- 
move the economic incentive to jingo- 
ism. 

“Before asking Mr. Baruch to submit 
these ideas to the test of scientific re- 
search, I wrote to General Pershing to 
ascertain whether the conscription of 
wealth was being seriously advocated 
by military men. General Pershing, in 
his reply, explained at length why he 
does advocate it; and added that he 
agreed fully with Mr. Baruch that ‘com- 
plete preparation of this sort would be 
the greatest possible safeguarfi against 
jingoism at home or aggression abroad.’ 

“Thereupon I wrote to Mr. Baruch 
suggesting that if this subject could be 
carefully studied in all the larger coun- 
tries it might take its place definitely 
as one of the greatest deterrents to 


aggressive or causeless war that has 
yet been devised,’ and inviting him to 


‘centre the American study of the prob- 


lem’ at the Page School. 

‘‘Mr. Baruch's reply says: ‘I shall be 
glad to defray the expenses of a thor- 
ough study of this subject at the Page 
School as soon as you are ready to 
make the arrangements. And I should 
appreciate also your counsel, and if 
possible your administration, in looking 
to the establishment of similar: study 
courses in other first-power nations.’

3 FRIENDS IN APARTMENT 


Two Had Come to Say Adieu 
on Eve of Her Sailing— 
Tragedy at 2A. M. 


Helen, Baroness Vernuehlen of Java, 
Dutch East Indies, was killed early this 
morning by a fall from the window of 
her apartment on the seventh floor of 
the Ritz-Carlton Hotel. 

Baroness Vernuehlen, who was 28 
years old, came to the Ritz on June 26 
with her companion, Mrs. Susan Walen. 
She was to have sailed today on the 
Berengaria. 

Last night, according to Albert Kel- 
ler, managing director. of the Ritz- 
Carlton, she and Mrs. Walen went out 
alone and returned at midnight, when, 
said Mr. Keller, two men called to say 
good-bye to her. They were shown to 
her aparttnent on the seventh floor. 

Mr. Keller. said he was informed the 
two men were preparing to leave at 
2 o’clock this morning, when Baroness 
Vernuehlen remarked that it was warm 
and walked to the open window of her 
bedroom, which adjoins the sitting 
rggm where thé group had beén seated. 
The windows of thé bedroom overlook 
the Japanese Garden. 


Screams as She Falls. 


Suddenly she screamed and there was 
the sound of crashing glass below. The 
men saw she had disappeared from the 
window. 

One of them, it was said, ran down- 
stairs while the second telephoned to 
the desk on the main floor. 

Employes of the hotel carried the body 
of the woman from the roof of the gar- 
den, where she landed, into the hotel. 
Dr. DeWitt of 158 West 158th Street, 
who was called, arrived in a few min- 
utes and said she had been. killed in- 
stantly. 

The two young men in the Baroness’s 
apartment with her and Mrs. Walen 
were James M. Thompson of 122 East 
Seventy-sixth Street, an employe of The 
Daily Mirror, and Leslie Comley of 118 
West Seventy-fifth Street, an employe 
of Finchley’s, clothiers. Mr. Comley said 
they had joined the two women at din- 
ner, left them and then rejoined them 
in their apartment. He said the 
Baroness had complained of faintness 
from the heat and had walked into one 
of the two bedrooms of the suite. 

The two young mén sat talking with 
Mrs. Walen, continued Comley. Pres- 
ently Thompson remarked that the 
Baroness had been gone a 
and walked to the bedroom door. Ho 
got there, Comley went on, in time to 
see her falling. 


Baroness Born in Texas. 


Thompson said later he had known 
the Baroness for a year, having met 
her on a previous visit to New York 
and had introduced Comley to her. He 
said he believed she was born in Texas 
of American parents and married Baron 
Vernuehlen, whose history was unknown 
in the hotel. 

Police Inspector. George Liebers and 
detectives of the East Fifty-first Station 
arrived a few minutes after the body 
was found and immediately began an 
investigation of the case. The woman’s 
body, in evening clothes, was lying 
then on a sofa in the ballroom. The 
police expected to later take the body 
to the morgue, pending receipt of word 
from relatives regarding her funeral. 

The police found on the roof of the 
Japanese Garden an emerald from a 
ring and a diamond from an earring. 
Two emeralds from the Baroness’s ring 
were missing, evidently broken from 
their settings by the fall. 


SOVIET TO DRILL STUDENTS. 


High School Attendants Must Study 
Military Science and Go to Camps. 


MOSCOW, July 7 (#).—Beginning with 
the next term, young men attending 
high school in Soviet Refésia will be 
obliged to study the theory of military 
science and spend three months in mili- 
tary camps, under a decision by the 
Council of Commissars. The aim of 
the measure is to provide trained men 
for all branches of war and industry 
in case of hostilities.

IS OVER $2,000,000, 
APPRAISAL REVEALS 


Fortune of Late Tammany Chief 
Was Estimated at Only 
$450,000 When He Died. 


STILL FAR UNDER CROKER’S 


Friends Say Politician Gave Up 
Making Money a Dozen Years 
Before End Came. 


REALTY HAS APPRECIATED 


Complete Appraisal to Be Filed 
Soon, It Is Learned—Checks 
to Heirs Made Out. 


The estate of Charles F. Murphy, late

Donohue, who for several years was 
Treasurer of Tammany Hall, was a 
boyhood companion and close friend of 
the late Tammany leader, and is men- 
tioned in his will. 

It was stated yesterday that the re- 
port of the appraiser probably would 
be filed soon with Surrogate John P.

Murphy was offered for probate. Sur- 
rogate O’Brien’s colleague on the Sur- 
rogates’ bench, James A. Foley, mar- 
ried a stepdaughter of the former Tam- 
many leader, who is a beneficiary un- 
der the terms of his will. 

When the will of the late Tammany 
chieftain was filad in the Surrogate’s 
Court, and Arthur J. Baldwin, whd had 
been Mr. Murphy’s personal attorney 
for a number of years and had drafted 
that document, estimated his estate at 
only $450,000, general surprise was ex- 
pressed at the modest amount of his 
fortune. Guesses as to the value 
of his property had placed it at from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000. The true value, 
said to have been disclosed by the ap- 
praisal, is regarded by persons who are 
aware of the figure as not excessive 
in view of the exceptional opportunity 
a man in the prominent position Mr. 
Murphy occupied during the last twen- 
ty-two years of his life would have for 
good investments and profitable specu- 
lation in the stock market. 

Gave Up Making Money. 

Persons who had been close to the laté 
Tammany leader in his lifetime, ani 
had enjoyed his confidence, declared 
that during the last ten or fifteen years 
of his life Mr. Murphy had manifestec\| 
amazing indifference to opportunities 
for making money. As a striking con- 
trast to the attitude of Mr. Murphy to- 
ward the accumulation of money they 
recalled the large fortune with which 
| the late Richard Croker, who preceded 
Mr. Murphy as Tammany chieftain, re- 
| tired from the leadership of Tammany 
| Hall. 

The exact amount of Mr. Croker’s for- 
tune at the time he went abroad never 
became known, but from his standard of 
living and the magnificence of the es- 
tates he acquired, first Wantagh in 
England and afterward Glencairn in Ire- 
|land, and the racing establishment he 
maintained, with some horses valued at 


| more than $100,000, it is estimated that 


Mr. Croker was Worth at least $15,000,- 
000 when he quit Tammany Hall. 

It was stated yesterday that when the 
appraiser’s report‘ was filed it would 
be found that a very large portion of 
the estate consisted of stocks and bonds. 
Mr. Murphy was a liberal investor in 
Liberty bonds during the war. His New 
York City realty at the time of his 
death was valued at about $100,000, 
probably a somewhat low figure, in view 


of the rise in property values in the 
part of Manhattan where Mr. Murphy 
had invested. This was in the neigh- 
borhood of his residence at Stuyvesant 
Square. The $100,000 valuation put on 
his real property In the city was greatly 
in excess, however, of what it had cost 
him when he bought it, according to his 
friends.

City Bond Issues Unaffected 
By Home Rale Invalidation 


Wall Street bankers declared yes- 
terday that the court decision inval- 
idating the home rule constitu- 
tional amendment would not have 
any effect on any of the bond issues 
floated by New York since the new 
law went into effect. All city issues, 
it was declared, were placed under 
authority conferred outside of the 
home rule provisions. 

The principal New York city issue 
floated since the enactment’ of the 
Home Rule law was a $60,000,000 of- 
fering placed last May by a syndi- 
cate headed by the National City 
Company. 

The situation was declared to be 
somewhat involved, however, and 
several of the banks have instructed 
attorneys to make a study of, the 
legal phases of the situation relating 
to bonds. 

In any event there would never be 
any doubt of the validity of any 
State or municipal issues, as en- 
abling legislation could be passed at 
once if any question were raised. 
The decision had no effect on the 
prices of municipal bonds, which 
were quoted generally at unchanged 
levels yesterday.

Mr. Hoey declared that if the Appel- 
late Division’s ruling that a proposed 
constitutional amendment must be en- 
tered in full on the journals of both 
houses of the Legislature stood, prac- 
tically every amendment to the present 
Constitution, which was adopted in 1894, 
would be void. 

No attempt was made by the members 
and counsel of the Home Rule Commis- 
sion to minimize the gravity of the 
issues raised by the decision.

Drowning Boy Drags Boy Rescuer to Death; 
Youth Diving for Bodies Dies Exhausted 


George Harris, 14 years old, a negro, 
was swimming in the Harlem River at 
153d Street yesterday when he shouted 
to his companions that he had a cramp. 

Daniel Jones, 16 years old, a negro, of 
2,453 Seventh Avenue, swam toward him 
as he was sinking and reached him when 
he came up for the second time. He 
reached for Harris, who clutched his 
neck with a hold Jones could not break. 
The two boys disappeared under the 
water and did not come up. 

Two hours later, after Patrolman Rob- 
ert Charleton of the West 153d Street 
Police Station had telephoned for a 
launch from the Marine Division of the 
Police Department to grapple for the 
two bodies, Patrick Kilgannon, 19 years 
old, of 2,752 Eighth Avenue, came to 
the river for a swim. He was told the

two boys had drowned, and he began 
diving in an effort to find their bodies. 

He dived for twenty minutes, going 
under the water more _than a dozen 
times, when the launch arrived and he 
wes told it would be needless for him 
to continue his efforts. He swam for a 
raft, pulled himself up to a springboard 
and sat down éxhausted. 

Suddenly he was seen falling into the 
water. Some one shouted to the police- 
men, who were dragging for the bodies 
of the negroes. They hurried over in 
their launch, but Kilgannon did not 


come up. 
The bodies of the negroes were found, 
but that of Kilgannon was not located

CITY TO ASK A STAY 


TODAY ON DECISION 
VOIDING HOME RULE 


Nicholson and Laughlin Also to 
| Take Steps Toward Hearing 
in Court of Appeals. 





‘HOPE TO KEEP STATUS QUO 


| Granting of Right to Appeal Is 
Expected to Preserve City 
From Legal Confusion. 





| AID FROM UP-STATE LIKELY 


| Buffalo, Rochester and Other Places 
Similarly Hit by Ruling May 
Join In the Fight. 





Corporation Counsel George P. Nichol- 
son and former Justice Frank C. Laugh- 
lin, Special Deputy Corporation Counsel, 
will appear today before the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court to move 
for a stay of execution under the decis- 
ion of that court, handed down on Mon- 
day, declaring the home rule constitu- 
tional amendment null and void. At the 
same time they will file a petition, 
which they have no doubt will be 
granted, asking permission of the Ap- 
pellate Division for an appeal to the 
Court of Appeals. 

This course of procedure was outlined 
lastnight by Mr. Nicholson after a long 
visit to Mayor Hylan in his office in the 
City Hall, which was followed by a con- 
ference between Mr. Nicholson and for- 
mer Justice Laughlin, After the con- 
ference Mr. Nicholson said he expected 
that many of the forty other cities of 
the. State which are affected by the 
home..rule overthrow would seek the 
court’s permission to intervene as co- 
appellants with New York City in the 
motion for stay and for the privilege 
of appeal. 

*“There has not been time for me to 
hear’from them yet,” said the city's 
law. officer, “‘but I have no doubt that 
virtuajly all of them, and certainly such 
cities. as Buffalo, Rochester and Syra- 
cuse, will be eager to act jointly with 
us. They will all be welcome, Of course 
this city will lead in the legal battle, 
bécause of its size and also because of 
the fact that its many vital interests 
are so seriously affected.” 





A Reversal Seldom Obtained. 


Earlier in the afternoon Mr, Nicholson, 
replying to questions, said he was hope- 
ful that the Court of Appeals would not 
stress the very minor differences be- 
tween the first and second presentations 
of the home rule measure, upon which 
the Appellate Division based its de- 
cision, though he realized that it was 
not easy to obtain a reversal of an 
opinion ‘concurred in unanimously by 
the Appellate Justices. 

Explaining his desire to advise with 
former Justice Laughlin, who was at 
one time a member of the Appellate Di- 
vision bench, Mr, Nicholson said: ‘“When 
I wrote the opinion that bus ownership 
and operation by the city could not be 
made legal under enactments by the 
Municipal Assembly, I was severely crit- 
icized by Controller Craig. Special coun- 
sel having been employed in the bus 
case, which is deeply involved in the 
decision rendered yesterday, I felt that 
before embarking in a definite plan of 
|} action in so complicated a situation as 
| now confronts us I should like to con- 
sult with Justice Laughlin and Mr. 
Colby.”’ 

Mr. Nicholson was asked who had 
made the so-called ‘minor changes’’ 
which have been held accountable for 
the overthrow of the home rule struc- 
ture. 

“Now, that remains to be seen,” he 
replied. ‘“‘I am not saying it was de- 
liberately planned. The Home Rule 
Commission was appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, the majority leader of the Senate 
and the majority leader of the State 
Assembly. James J. Hoey was its 
Chairman. That commission was really 
also responsible for the passage of the 
| enabling act, which went through after 
the passage of the original Home Rule 
act.’’ 





May Preserve Status Quo. 


It was pointed out last night that the 
granting of permission to appeal usually 
acts as a stay, and should it do so in 
this case the. city’s affairs would remain 
in status quo—that is, the Home Rule 
laws would be in force—until final dis_ 
position was made of the appeal of the 
Court of Appeals. However, the status 
quo provision rests with the discretion 
of the Court. 

It is understood that the Corporation 
| Counsel, in appealing for a stay, will 
| urge the preservation of the status quo. 

It was pointed out that if the court 
should not apply the status quo remedy 
to some of the local legislation which 
now has been vitiated by the court’s 





| ruling a most chaotic condition would

An attempt on the part of the Queens 
Bus Line, Inc., of which State Senator 
John A. Hastings of Brooklyn, is Vice 
President, to opérate buses. without a 
city permit, on the theory that the city’s 
power over bus operation ‘hadi been taken 
away by the decision of the Appellate 
Division iavalidating ‘the home’ rule 
amendment, was frustrated yesterday 
by_ the police. 

The permit of the Queens Bus Line 
was revoked by the Commissioner of 
Plant and Structurés,: because ‘of ‘the 
refusal of the company to extend its 
route from Rockaway Road in Paisley 
Park to Rosedale Avenue, and a permit 
was issued to the Argus Transportation 
Compa‘ay to run buses from Jamaica to 
Rosedale.

In view of the Appellate Division de- 
cision the.officials of the Queens Bus 
Line decided to run their-buses. any- 
way. Two drivers were arrested and 
Police Captain MacQueeney of Jamaica 
issued orders to arrest every one of the 
line’s drivers who attempted to operate 
a.bus. The two drivers, .George Gook 
of 2,133 Fulton Street,” Richmond Hill, 
and Frank Genilla of 45 Union Park, 
Jamaica, were held by Magistrate 
_Gresser in Jamaica Court for examina- 
tion tomorrow on charges of disorderly 
conduct. 

Justice ‘Benedict’ in ‘Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, granted to John H. Muller 
of 664 Fifty-third Street, Brooklyn, and 
forty-three of Muller’s neighbors an in- 
junction restraining the Queens Bus 
Line from operating buses in Fifty- 
third Street between Sixth and Seventh 
Avenues.

Cohoes Is Building Houses. 


Cohoes passed a law for the erection 
and construction of homes to relieve the 
housing shortage. The houses are 
nearly finished and the authorities are 
in a quandary. as how to proceed. 

Dunkirk amended its charter by local 
law. in relation to the qualifications of 
the Judge of the Municipal Court. Seven 


laws were passed in Geneva, one fixing 
the date of the official and fiscal year. 
Another. relating to the method to be 
used in borrowing money. 

The salary bill of the city of Hornell 
was the only local law passed there.

Middletown. also 
changed its charter so it would hold 
municipal, elections in odd-numbered’ 
years. Mechanicsville also provided for 
a Building Commissioner and created 
the office of Fire Alarm Superintendent 
by local laws. Mount Vernon made 
charter amendments increasing salaries. 
Six new local laws‘in Oneonta relate to 
the establishment of a Board of Public 
Safety and acts relating to the payment 
of the salary of the City Judge. 

Oswego’s local law: designated’ a com- 
mittee to determine what of the city’s 
activities should be printed. Plattsburg 
changed the salaries:of officials under 
a local law. Rome changed the salary 
the City Treasurer. and Salamanca 
fixed the eligibility of its public officers 
and changed some salaries. 

Nine local laws in Saratoga relate to 
tax penalties, publishing Common Coun- 
cil minutes, salaries of the City Judge 
and defining the duties of the Commis- 
sioner of Accounts. :

EXPECTS RULING TO STAND. 


Stewart Browne Thinks It the End 
of Present Measure. 


Stewart Browne, President of the 
United States Real Estate Owners As- 
sociation, who opposed the Home Rule 
amendment to the Constitution from 
the beginning and brought a taxpayer’s 
suit to have it declaredunconstitutional, 
declared last night that in his opinion 
the Court of Appeals would uphold the 
decision of the Appellate Division. He 
predicted also that no matter how the 
law was amended later, nothing like the 
present measure would ever be enacted 
again. 

‘In 1922,’’ he said, ‘‘we insisted that 
the resolution providing for Home Rule 
amendments was unconstitutional. In 
1923 we were joined by the Bar Associa- 
tion in opposing the Home Rule referen- 
dum. In 1924 we opposed the Home 
Rule enabling act. We tried to get the 
Republican leaders to kill it in the As- 
sembly and their reply was ‘If New 
York City- wants to commit suicide, let 
them do it.’ We tried to get the Gov- 
ernor to veto the bill and his reply was 
‘Nobody knows what the bill means, but 
I am going to sign it.’ 

“This decision of the Appellate Divi- 
sion has saved the realty and income 
taxpayers ‘from home ruin, because 
that’s what Home Rule actually means. 
The Court of Appeals can’t do other- 
wise than affirm this decision.” 


SEES GOOD IN DECISION. 


Harkness Says Bus Policy Stands if 
City Quits Playing Politics. 


Le Roy T. Harkness, Acting Chairman 
of the Transit Commission, said yes- 
etrday that one good result that might 
follow the home rule decision of the 
‘Appellate Divisioh “would be the adop- 
tion and passage of another amiendment 
and enabling dct that would be intelli- 
gible. Referring to the bus phase of 
the decision, Mr. Harkness declared that 
the dectsion did not interfere with the 
development of a bus policy, and that the 
City Administration ‘could get legal bus 
lines quickly if it would quit playing 
politics with the question of municipal 
operation. 

Mr. Harkness’s comment on the de- 
cision follows: 

“In framing the present amendment 
words were used that had not been 
judicially construed, and even the mem- 
bers of the Home Rule Commissién in 
framing the present enabling act could 
not agree as to the meaning of the 
amendment. That sort of a situation 
would be prolific of endless litigation, 
and perhaps it is just as well to clean 
the slate and start fresh in the light 
of the experience we have had with 
the first attempt. 

“So far as the matter of buses is 
concerned, the decision of the Appellate 
Division does not hinder in the slight- 
est the orderly development of a proper 
bus policy. There is ample authority 
under existing general statutes and_ the 
city charter for doing this. The means 
have been repeatedly pointed out by 
the Transit Commission during the last 
two years, and recently the Board of 
Transportation made constructive sug- 
gestions along the same lines. 

“If the City Administration will stop 
playing politics with the question of 
municipal operation we can quickly get 
constructive results wnder_ existing 
law.”’ .

City authorities; who were stunned 
Monday by the decision handed down 
by the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court, were just beginning to 
realize yesterday how devastating a 
blow had been struck at the cause of, 
municipal home rule and in what a 
chaotic condition it had left the affairs 
of the city. 

Throughout the City Hall there was 
an all-day atmosphere of doubt and 
confusion, In one conclusion and in 
one only there appeared to be sub- 
stantial agreement. That was that if 
the Court of Appeals. upheld the de- 
cision nullifying the home rule law and 
all the enactments made under its sup- 
posed powers, the city reverted to the 
limited form of government that ex- 
isted before the adoption of the home 
rule amendment and that a new and 
binding amendment could not be put 
through in less than two years. 

Mayor Hylan declared that the de- 
cision put the city back ten years in its 
march of progress. He also declared 
his conviction that the deplorable situa- 
tion was brought about deliberately by 
a virtual conspiracy entered into by the 
Citizens Union with the Republican 
leaders of the Legislature, who, while 
pretending to be furthering the cause of 
local home rule, were actually plotting 
its overthrow through the courts. 


The Mayor emphasized this view yes- 
terday in two typed documents. The 
first was a ‘“‘statement by the Mayor’ 
distributed to the press from his City 
Hall office early in the day. The second, 
which supplemented the ‘‘statement,’’ 
was in the form of a letter addressed 
to Corporation Counsel George P. Nich- 
olson. The earlier statement follows: 


Orders Quick Appeal. 


If the decision of the Appellate 
Division on the home rule amendment 
stands, the progress of the cities of 


New York State will be retarqed at 
least ten years. } 

I deeply deplore the decision and 
have directed the Corporation Counsel 
to proceed to the Court of Appeals as 
rapidly as possible. 

I believe now, as I believed then, 
that the change made in the concur- 
rent resolution the second time it 
passed the Legislature was premedi- 
tated and that back of it was the hope 
that the amendment giving the people 
of the cities of the State home rule 
powers would be declared unconstitu- 
tional and that actual home rule 
would be indefinitely postponed. 

The authorities of the City of New 
York moved very carefully and cau- 
tiously in the passage of local laws. 
We have, however, been making in- 
tensive studies and investigations of 
our municipal departments with a view 


‘to consolidating activities and-to-im- 


proving conditions for a more Cco- 
ordinated, efficient-and economical ad- 
ministration. The initiation of the 
contemplated improvements is now in- 
definitely postponed. 

~The people of this and other. cities 
of the State are to be sympathized 
with. If the decision stands, it means 
the same overriding of municipalities 
by the State Legislature, the same un- 
ceasing flood of mandatory legisla- 
tion carrying. financial burdens, the 
same difficulty of balancing municipal 
budgets, the same abject dependence 
of our cities upon a State legislative 
body for every scrap .of worth-while 
power to carry out progressive pro- 
grams for the benefit of the people. 


Blames Citizens Union. 


Mayor Hylan’s letter. to Corporation 
Counsel Nicholson follows: 
City of New York, 
Office of the Mayor, 
July 7, 1925. 


George P. Nicholson, Esq., Corpora- 
tion Counsel, City of New York. 
Dear Sir—It is my information that 
there was no change in the wording of 
the amendment to the Constitution as 
passed by the 1922 Legislature and 
repassed by the 1923 Legislature, but 
that there was some change in the 
form of resolution put through the 
Legislature approving the amendment. 
I understand that some member of 
the Citizens’ Union suggested this 
change in the resolution after a con- 
ference with Clayton R. Lusk, the Re- 
publican leader, and his lieutenants 
in the Legislature, and that it was 
submitted to Governor Miller for his 
approval. Senator Lusk and Governor 
Miller, I am further informed, said it 
would not in any way affect the 
amendment. But we now know what 

has happened. 

The Citizens tWnion has been pre- 
tending to advocate Home Rule for a 
long time. When the amendment was 
pending it put language in the resolu- 
tion which evidently has enabled the 
court to upset the Home Rule law. 
Incidentally, the Citizens Union 
brought the sult which resulted in the 
court’s decision upsetting the Consti- 
tutional amendment. 

This activity of the Citizens Union 
is not surpristng. when it is taken in 
connection with’ the following state- 
ment purporting to have been, issued 
by a member of this political organi- 
zation: 

“Our committee is now making prep- 
aration to watch and fight the new 
Municipal Assembly, which is a very 
dangerous pody dumped down on the 
city, enabling the present Administra- 
tion to do tnings that were formerly 
forbidden by the general laws of the 
State. Before this body was created 
we could check the Administration 
through the efforts of up-State legis- 
lators, bankers and business men, but 
now that.is all changed and there is 
a very generous body that must be put 
out of the way. Just how, we have 
not decided, but we shall not be con- 
tent to allow !t to remain in action a 
day longer than necessary. 

“We shall insist, above all other 
things, that the State shall have full 
regulation of the traction system.’ 

This is the same Citizens Union 
which ran the Republican Party in the 
days of my predecessor in the Mayor's 
office and had much to do with shap- 
ing the policies of that Administra- 
tion, and that is now trying to tell 
the Democratic leaders whom to nom- 
inate for Mayor. This is..the same 
Citizens Union that ‘worked tooth and 
nail ‘to defeat me when I ran for 
Mayor the first time and then had the 
audacity to send a representative to 
me, shortly after I was inducted into 
office, to tell me how. the City Gov- 
ernment should be run and who should 
be appointed to public office.

In a decision written by Justice Wil- 
liam P. Burr and concurred in by all 
his associates, the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court set aside yesterday a 
verdict for $3,478 returned in favor of 
the Columbia Corporation, Inc., against 
the Insurance Company of North Amer- 
ica. Justice Burr said that examination 
of the record of trial convinced him that 
the case had been ‘‘honeycombed with | 
perjury.”’ 

The claim of the corporation was based 
on a fire in July, 1921, at 117 Bleecker | 
Street. The insurance company sought | 
to prove that the fire was the re-| 
sult of a conspiracy between Abraham | 
Schwartz, President of the Columbia} 
concern, and Benjamin Kaplan, General | 
Manager of the Standard Artificial | 
Leather Corporation, where the fire took | 
place. | 

“The defendant claims, and the evi- 
dence in this case tends to support the 
claim,’’ wrote Justice Burr, ‘‘that both} 
Schwartz and Kaplan were dishonest} 
and that they both deliberately saw to 
it that their books and records, invoices, 
bills and receipts should all be in such 
condition that they could be shifted, al- 
tered and changed as _ circumstances 
might subsequently render expedient. 
This to the end that both Schwartz and 
Kaplan could separately make claim for 
payment from their respective insurance 
companies for the loss of the same iden- 
tical goods. 

“Tt appeared on the trial that the 
plaintiff’s original ledger sheet covering 
the period of April, May and June; 1921, 
had been destroyed and new ledger 
sheets had: been fraudulently prepared 
from time to time.’’ 

The description of the trial as ‘‘honey- 
combed with perjury’’ was borrowed 
from the Justice who presided at the 
trial. ‘“‘It was fully justified,’’ Justice 
Burr reported, adding, however, that 
Judgment should have been directed for 
the defendant rather than for the plain- 
tiff, citing a clause in the insurance pol- 
icy which voided it upon proof of mis- 
representation. Meyer D. Siegel ap- 
peared for the Columbia Corporation and 
Harold R. Medina was counsel for the 
insurance company.

Will Regain $72,208 From City 
Under Appellate Division Ruling. 


Under a unanimous decision of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
handed down yesterday and written by | 
Justice Francis Martin, the American 
District Telegraph Company will regain | 
$72,208 paid to the City of New York. | 
Up to 1919’the company supplied mes- | 
sengers and transmitted tips of police | 
and fire alarms to customers. 

In addition to recovering the sum paid 
the company will get $14,000 in interest | 
and stock valued at $10,000, which was 
pledged to guarantee performance of a 
contract entered into in 1913.

Lest night Davis went to the Forty- 
ninth Street apartment to have dinner 
with two men friends—Harry Wagstaff 
Gribble and Melville Anderson. 

At 7:30 P. M. Mrs. Davis arrived and 
refused to sit down, saying that she 
wished to talk to her husband, but would 


wait until he finished dinner. Then she 
gaid she had a taxi waiting and went 
out. Twenty minutes later she returned.

BACK IN ST. PETER’S 


Police Retarn Objects Recovered, 
but a Few Jewels Siill 


Are Missing. 


ROME, July. 7 (#.—The police today 
returned to the Vatican the precious ob- 
jects stolen Friday night when thieves 
entered the treasury of St. Peter’s. The 
stolen articles were recovered by the 
police after the arrest of Mariano Stella, 
former shoemaker, and said to be re- 
sponsible for the formation of the plot. 
The actual robbery was committed, 
police said, by two painters who had 
worked in St. Peter's. 

The painters are Amerige Leardi and 
Rubicondo Primavera. Mariano Stella, 
described by the police as the leader 
in formulating the plan, is supposed to 
have had other accomplices among the 
workmen in the church, 

It is said that Stella was seen about 
three weeks ago prowling around St. 
Peter’s. Before the robbery Friday 
night he had been shadowed by detec- 
tives. 

The Vatican, when informed of the 
recovery of the precious pieces, sent 
Mgr. Becchini, Treasurer of St, Peter’s, 
to Police Headquarters, where he ex- 


pressed much gratification at the suc- 
cess of the officers. He conveyed the 
personal thanks of the Pope to the 
police: Cardinal Merry del Val, Arch- 
priest of St. Peter’s, also expressed his 
gratitude. 

The police say everything taken from 
St. Peter’s has now been recovered with 
the exception of a few precious. stones 
which were prized from their settings. 
Eight of the pieces taken, which in- 
cluded crosses, vessels and Ornaments 
of various kinds, have been partially 
bent, but all parts are intact. 


QUAKE IN ‘QUIET ZONE’ 
ALARMS ALL OF JAPAN 


Scientists Fear Disastrous Shocks, 
as All of the Previous Inactive 
Areas Now Are Affected.

TOKIO, July 7.—An earthquake oc- 
curred early this morning at Nagoya, 
the largest city between Tokio and 
Osaka. The shock did little damage. 

This was the first tremor in the 
famous Nobi earthquake zone since 1909, 
and is taken by seismologists as an in- 
dication that all the earthquake zones in 


Japan are now active. The famous 
quake of 1891, the greatest during the 
Meiji era, occurred in the same district, 
centring in the same locality, and was 
followed by frequent and severe quakes 
for years; consequently the district be- 
came known for bad quakes. 

The inhabitants became panic-stricken 
this morning, rushing outside, where 
they stayed until dawn. The only 
casualty reported was a frightened man 
who was killed in Jumping from the top | 
floor of a house. 

Seismologists believe the shock was 
caused by the recent Kinoskai quake, 
and they are uneasy, because this was 
the last of the. quiet zones again to be- 
come active. 

Officials of the Tokio Meteorological 
Observatory predict more quakes to fol- 
low, but admit their inability to say 
where or when. The quake was felt 
throughout Western Japan and was reg- 
istered here, but was not felt by the 
Tokio inhabitants. 


QUAKE RIPPED ISLANDS. 


Santa Barbara Shock Caused Fis- 
sures to Form.

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Bandit Holds Up Broadway Subway Station; 
Cows Agent and Vanishes in Theatre Crowd 


A single bandit carried out a bold rob- 
bery at 7 o’clock last evening on the 
northbound platform of the Interbor- 
ough subway station at Broadway and 
Fiftieth Street. He held up an agent 
and a platform man in the change booth 
while hundreds of persons were passing 
up and down the stairway of the sta- 
tion, and got away in the crowd of 
theatregoers on Broadway with a bag 
containing $342.50, part of the day’s re- 
ceipts. 

The robber had timed the hold-up to 
take place five minutes before the 
scheduled appéarance of the collgction 
train. He used a pass such as is is- 
sued by the company to employes when 
he asked permission of J. Helwig, the 
night agent, to use the telephone. After 


he had cowed them with a pistol and 
driven Helwig and L. Ridner, the plat- 
form attendant, into a corner of the 
booth, he picked up a bag containing 
the largest amount of coins and bank- 
notes. He made no attempt to take 
other bags, containing $650, which would 
have impeded his flight. 

Then the bandit slammed the door 
after him and, slipping through the 
streams of men and women going up 
and down the stairs to Broadway, lost 
himself in the throng of theatregoers 
before the two subway employes ven- 
tured out to give the alarm. 

So coolly had the robber worked that 
no attention was paid to him by the 
patrpns of the subway as he wormed 
his way out, the bag of money under 
his coat. Helwig telephoned to the main

OPERATORS DISCUSS 
REPLY TO MINERS 


Meeting Is Held in Philadelphia 
to Prepare for Atlantic City 
Wage Conferences. 


| DECISIONS NOT MADE KNOWN 


| Union Spokesman Declares It Looks 


as If a Walkout Would Be 
Called on Sept. 1.

PHILADELPHIA, July 7.—Negotiation 
of a new wage agreement between union 
miners and coal operators, which will 
begin on Thursday in Atlantic City, was 
discussed today at a preliminary meet- 
ing of the members of Anthracite Opera- 
tors’ Conference in the Lafayette Bu!ld- 
ing. 

The operators declined to say whether 
the miners’ demands would receive an 
immediate reply. 

S. D. Warriner, President of the Le- 
high Coal and Navigation Company, 
acted as chairman, and the representa- 
tives of the large producing companies 
and the individual concerns comprising 
the Anthracite Operators’ Conference 
outlined the program which will be 
followed hy the operators when the joint 
conference in Atlantic City gets under 
way. 

The present contract between the union 
mine workers and the operators expires 
on Aug. 31. Union chiefs have announced 
that a flat increase of 10 per cent. in 


the contract wage scale, a $1 per day 
increase for all men paid by the day, 
and complete recognition of the union 
will be demanded when the joint con- 
ference convenes. 

The advance guard of the United Mine 
Workers, which arrived today in At- 
lantic City, predicted that the joint com- 
ference, with its vital discussions of 
wages and the ‘‘check-off,’’ would be in 
session several weeks. 

Ellis Searles, editor of The United 
Mine Workers’ Journal, who will attend 
the joint conference, said today that 
the miners would refuse to -consider 
any possibility of a wage reduction. 

The operators, according to Mr. 
Searles, are not greatly concerned over 
the likelihood of oil supplanting coal as 
a fuel. Mr. Searles pointed out that 
‘the available supply of oil will be con- 
sumed long before wu coal _ scarcity 
occurs.”’ 


Predicts a Short Strike.

ATLANTIC CITY, July 7.—The mine 
owners will refuse to grant the demands 
of the miners and there will be a strike, 
but not an extended one, in the anthra- 
cite districts beginning Sept. 1, said 
Ellis Searles of Indianapolis, editor of 
the United Mine Workers Journal, on 


| his arrival here today. 


“The miners,’’ Mr. Searles said, ‘‘are 
thoroughly in earnest in their demandg 
for increased wages, and the demand is 
not made for trading purposes, with the 


thought of a renewal of the old agree- 
ment as a compromise. 

“The miners will not accept a reduc- 
tion in their wages, nor will they con- 
sent to a renewal of the old agreement. 
Of course, no one can say accurately 
what will take place at the conference, 
but the indications are that the opera- 
tors will refuse the demands of the 
miners and that there will be a cessa- 
tion of work in the anthracite fields be- 
ginning Sept. 1, at the expiration of the 
present agreement.’ 

Mr. Searles then indicated his belief 
that after a month or so, during which 
time the surplus coal would be mar- 
keted, an agreement would be r€ached. 

After pointing out that ‘‘there is not 
a pound of anthracite coal produced 
outside of Pennsylvania,’’ making the 
matter an intrastate affair, Mr. Searles 
expressed doubt as to whether the Fed- 
eral Government could interfere, but 
said that possibly Governor Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania might again act as ar- 
biter, as he did two years ago, when 
the miners received a 10 per cent. wage 
increase. 

Between fifty and sixty miners will 
attend the conference, forming the An- 
thracite Scale Committee. There are 
three anthracite districts, Nos. 1, 7 and 
9, and the President, Vice President and 
Secretary of each of these will attend. 


In addition there will be the members ! 


of the Executive Board and three work- 
ing miners from each district. John L. 
Lewis of Springfield, Ill., international 
President of the United Mine Workers 
of America: Philip Murray of Pitts- 
burgh, Vice President, and Thomas Ken- 
nedy of Hazleton, Pa., Secretary and 
Treasurer, will also attend. 

The first or general session will be- 
gin at 2 o'clock on Thursday afternoon, 
when President Lewis will lay the de- 
mands of the miners befére the oper- 
ators and when a public answer will be 
made by the spokesman for the oper- 
ators. This, it is said, will probably be 
an open session. 

Each side will then, it is said, name 
a subcommittee of six men who, with 
the miners’ international officers, will 
debate the matter in closed sessions be- 
ginning Friday.

MOVING TO RECONCILE 
WOOD AND LEGISLATURE 


Restoration of Harmony Between 
Governor and Filipinos Aims 
to Aid Legislation.

tence from Mr. Baruch’s report as 
Chairman of the War Industries Board 


in 1921: 

“One is led to the thought that, in a 
similar emergency, there ought to be not 
alone a mobilization of man power, but 
of things and: dollars.’’ 

He said this was ‘‘the first crystalliza- 
tion in words of the definite system of 
industrial preparedness and management 
in time of war, which was already in 
practical operation under the War In- 
dustries Board when the great war 
ended in 1918 and which experience has 
taught us must necessarily exist in.com- 
plete form before another war ,comes, 
if the nation is to reach its full effec- 


tiveness.”’ 

Mr. Young made public a letter to Mr. 
Baruch, in which he wrote: 

“By taking the profit out of war we 
understand you to mean that you would 


limit profits through regulation so as 
to prevent profiteering. Certainly an 
absence of such profit would tend to 
repress that jingoism which encourages 
war, and, if war were begun, to shorten 
rather than to prolong it. If profit is 
eliminated from war everywhere, and if 
the mobilization of things and dollars 
is carried along on the same basis with 
the mobilization of men in all countries 
verging on war, there will be less like- 
lihood of joining battle.’’ 


Pershing Ready to Help. 


A letter from General Pershing was 
quoted by Mr. Young as follows: 


“Success in modern war depends not 
only on military but on industrial 
preparation as well. Armies can suc- 
ceed only when they have behind them 
the resources of the country ,organized 
for war purposes. 

““As I see it, something like the War 
Industries Board as it existed in the 
Fall of 1918 would be necessary as a 
sort of super agency in control of all 
these things and with power to apply 
them for purposes of winning the war.

Letter to Nicholson Urges “Vehe- 
ment Expression of Popular 
Disapproval.’”’ 


Long Island Railroad commuters were 
urged yesterday by Mayor Hylan to 
protest against any increase in rates by 
that railroad, an application for which 
is now pending before the Transit Com- 
mission, and he expressed the hope for a 
“vehement expression of popular disap- 
proval.”’ 

The Mayor's advice to the commuters 
was contained in a letter to Corpora- 
tion Counsel George P. Nicholson, and 
came as a result of a letter to him from 
Charles F. Schaller, President of the 
Century Silk Company, 22-24 Washing- 

| ton Place, in which Mr. Schaller at- 
| tacked the Public Service Commission 
| and asserted that the action of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Raflroad 
in reducing rates after it had increased 
them was due to popular protest. 

“Mr. Schaller justly finds fault with 
the Public Service Commission for per- 
mitting the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad to increase its com- 
mutation rates,"’ Mayor Hylan said in 
his letter to the Corporation Counsel. 
“He calls attention to the fact that the 
people themselves thwarted the attempt 
of this company with the aid of the 
Public Service Commission to make the 
proposed commutation rate increase 
permanent. Do you ndt think that sim- 
ilar thwarted action would bestir our 
local traction and public utility com- 
panies as well as the Transit Commis- 
sion into an activity that would reflect 
better service and manifest less concern 
for the procurement of exorbitant fi- 
nancial returns for the private com- 
panies? 

“T know that the Law Department will 


do everything possible to protect the 
people’s interest, but I feel that it is 
well for the patrons of the Long Island 
Railroad to know what may be in store 
for them. Possibly this knowledge of 
the proposed extortion will lead to a 
demonstration of public disapproval as 
vehement as that which the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad in- 
crease evoked. Individuals and organ- 
izations as well as the City Administra- 
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tion can help in this fight for public 
protection. Let it be known that the 
Law Department will carry on the legal 
battle in behalf of the Long Island Rail- 
road commuters, and that any increase 
in rates will be vigorously protested.’’ 

Corporation Counsel Charles ‘A. Van 
Auken of New Rochelle announced yes- 
terday he had been informed that the 
Public Service Commission would make 
its’ final. decision in the application of 
the New Haven Railroad for a 40 per 
cent. increase in its commutation rates 
in New York State on July 15. In the 
meantime, the railroad is charging its 
old rates and making refunds to com- 
muters who purchased tickets during the 
three days that the increased rate was 
in effect.

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SAY GOLD TREATMENT 
HELPS IN TUBERCULOSIS 


Doctors Report Favorably to Dis- 
coverer of the New Method 
of Treating Disease.

LONDON, July 7.—Gold treatment of 
tuberculosis was the subject of interest- 
ing evidence given today to the Confer- 
ence of the National Association for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis by its dis- 
coverer, Professor Mollgaard of Copen- 
hagen, and other specialists who have 
used it, 

After Sir Robert Philip, who presided, 
told the conference of the Medical Re- 
search Council here at the request of 
Professor Mollgaard that he was en- 
gaged on a series of observations on 
Sanocrycin or gold treatment of tuber- 
culosis, Professor Mollgaard addressed 
the meeting and emphasized the fact 
that the treatment must be considered 


as only a beginning. Experiments had 
saved lives that were very gravely af- 
fected by tuberculosis and had brought 
them to a condition of clinical healing, 
he said, 

Dr. Knut Faber, Professor of Medicine 
at the University of Copenhagen, de- 
scribing the results of treatment on hu- 
man beings at the university clinic dur- 
ing the past seven months, said that in 
oases of chronic lung tuberculosis they 
were prepared to see serious conse- 
quences follow sanocrysin injection, but 
they quickly discovered how to avoid its 
special dangers. Of forty-two patients 
treated, elght were clinically cured in so 
far as all subjective signs of the dis- 
ease had vanished and seventeen pa- 
tients showed signs of very considerable 
improvement subjectively and objective- 
ly, he said. . In nine cases treatment had 
done no real good, and in six patients 
the disease was unarrested by treatment, 
but rather tended to spread. Altogether, 
his experience showed they had the 
compound able to bring about In many 
patients pronounced and quick improve- 
ments which were unobtainable by any 
other treatment. 

Dr. Lyle Cummins, Professor of 
Tuberculosis at the University College of 
South Wales, congratulated Professor 
Mollgard on the way he had presented 
his treatment to the medical profession, 
and expressed the wish that it should 
be tested for confirmation or rejection. 
Dr. Cummins said that his experience 
with’ sanocrysin was confined to eight 
cases. In two bad cases there was no 
improvement, rather a reverse. But all 
selected cases had done well and had 
shown such improvement that he was 
unable to avold the conclusion that 
sanocrysin is a favorable factor. It was, 
however, not a treatment to be handed 
out for general use as yet, he said.

had attended a dance with a woman not 
his wife, that he used profanity, that he 
is active in the Ku Klux Klan, and that 
he has neglected his duties as pastor of 
the church. 

R. Sherman Sharpe, an Elder of the 
church, headed the list of those who 
signed a petition asking that Mr. Rees 
be tried. He said today: 

‘‘We do not mean that Mr. Rees is/ 
immoral, but we do mean what we say, 
that he has not conducted himself as a 
minister should. There are certain con- 
ventions to be observed, and a minister 
should observe them if for no other rea- 
son than as an example to others."

Speeches by Women Agents of 
the Prohibition Unit Will 
Be Discontinued. 


ONE SPEAKER HAS RESIGNED 


Hope for Obtaining High-Grade 
Workers at $10,000 Yearly Salary 
Upset by McCari’s Ruling. 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (#.—Laying 
down a new policy in prohibition work, 
Assistant Secretary Andrews of the 
Treasury has ordered the discontinuance 
of speeches by women agents of the 
prohibition unit designed as educational 
efforts to create sentiment for law en- 
forcement. 

As a result of the order, Miss Georgia 
Hopley of Bucyrus, Ohio, who was as- 
signed by Commissioner Haynes to work 
among women’s organizations, has re- 
signed. She has been’/a member of the 
dry unit since early in the Harding Ad- 
ministration. 

Two other women agents are employed 
in enforcement, but inasmuch as their 
work is similar to that of the regular 
agents in working on enforcement prob- 
lems, their status will not be affected. 

Assistant Commissioner Jones said to- 
day the abolishment of the work done 
by Miss Hopley had been under consid- 
eration for some time. Treasury offi- 
clals have held that activities such as 
she was assigned to were no part of the 
duties of the Government, and, although 
considerable pressure has been brought 
to bear to have it continued, officials 
in charge of enforcement have definitely 
decided that it would be best for outside 
agencies to take up any educational ac- 
tivities such as were engaged in by Miss 
Hopley. 

One feature of Mr. Andrews’s prohi- 
bition reorganization plan was upset to- 
day when Controller General McCarl 
served notice that the salaries of the 


new prohibition administrators must be 
held within a $7,600-a-year limit. The 
Assistant Secretary had announced that 
only first-class men would be chosen, 
and had hoped to offer salaries of 
$10,000. 

The Controller Genera] ruled, however, 
that the prohibition administrators could 
only be classed as “‘field service men,” 
whose salaries are fixed by law.

WOULD LET COOLIDGE | 
TRANSFER BUREAUS | 


Senator Curtis Says Congress Will | 
Be Asked to Give Him Authority. 
to Effect Economies.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Congress | 
will be asked next Winter to bestow | 
upon President Coolidge the authority to | 
reorganize departments of the Federal 
Government in the manner in which he | 
deems that efficlency and economy can 
best be brought about, according to 


Senator Charles Curtis of Kansas, the 
Republican floor leader of the Senate, 
who arrived in Washington today en 
route to visit. his daughter in Narra- 
gansett Pier and consult with President 
Coolidge on the general legislative sit- 
uation. 

With the authority he now has the 
President has shifted the Patent Office 
and Bureau of Mines from the Depart- 
ment of the Interior to the Department 
of Commerce, but this {s about all he 
has been able to accomplish without’ 
Congressional sanction. 

An elaborate plan of Government re- 
organization was worked out under the 
Harding régim by a joint Congressional 
committee, but every time an opportu- 
nity came for a bill based on this plan 
to be acted upon by either house bitter 
opposition sprang up. AS a matter of 
fact, it cannot be said that the reorgan- 
ization scheme as worked by the com- 
mittee headed by Walter F. Brown of 
Toledo was considered well designed. 

“Congress, in my judgment, should’ 
authorize the President to transfer bu- 
reaus from one department another 
where efficiency of the public service 
will be improved, economies effected or 
duplication of work eliminated,’ said 
Senator Curtis this afternoon. ‘‘That is 
the quick way of getting results, and I 
believe 4t would result in large annual 
savings to the taxpayers.”’ 

Although it Is understood -that the 
President has not asked for the author- 
ity contemplated, such a scheme would 
fit well into his program of governmen- 
tal economy. He has several times 
asked Congress to consider the reorgan- 
ization bill, and it is probable that he 
will do so again, but it is not believed 
here he will ask for that body to turn 
its authority over to him. Yet, on the 
other hand, if Congress should. itself 
make the move and transfer its author- 
ity, it is Hkely the President would wel- 
come the opportunity to bring about 
further reorganization and consolida- 

ons in the public interest.

SAYS FRENCH PEOPLE 
OPPOSE DEBT PAYMENT 


Government Puzzled by Opposing | Representative Watson Declares 


District Court Decisions on 
Off-Shore Liquor Seizares. 


WASHINGTON, July 7 (%.—Conflict 
of .two Federal court decisions has 
prompted the Department of Justice to 
look to the Circuit Court of Appeals for 


determining the question how far off 
the American shores Coast Guard offi- 
cers may seize vessels for carrying 
liquor. 

The case which will be appealed is 
that involving the American steamer 
Underwriter, which was ordered _ re- 
leased by, Federal Judge Thomas of the 
District Court of Connecticut, on the 
ground that Coast Guard and customs 
officials were not authorized to board 
and search vessels beyond the 12-mile 
limit prescribed in the Tariff act, 

That decision was in direct contrast 
to one rendered by Federal Judge 
Hutcheson of the Southern District of 
Texas in the case of the British vessel 
Panama, in which it was held that 
the Coast Guard did have the right to 
search and selze vessels beyond the 
twelve-mile limit. Judge Hutcheson 
further held that a vessel may be for- 
feited in one district for an offense in 
another. 

Under the liquor treaties between the 
United. States and several foreign 
countries, vessels of the treaty nations 
suspected of carrying Hquor may be 
searched an hour’s sailing distance from 
shore, with no definite limitation pre- 
scribed. This point was not touched 
upon in the department's announcetnent 
of plans for an appeal from Judge 
Thomas's decision. 

The question is admittedly involved 
and some officials predict it eventually 
will wind up in the Supreme Court. 


ORAN TO CAPE IN AUTO. 


French Captain Crosses Africa From 
North to South.

PARIS, July 7.-A French army Cap- 
tain has crossed Africa from north to 
south—from Oran to Cape Town—in an 
automobile. Accompanied by his wife 
and a mechanic, Bonnaure, the Cap- 
tain, Delingette, who is an experienced 


Saharan traveler, carried out the expe- 


dition in a special six wheeled car. 

In a message from Cape Town Delin- 
gette says he built twenty-three bridges. 
The car left Columb Bechar, on the edge 
of the Sahara, on Nov. 15, and crossed 
the desert to the Niger districts, then to 
Lake Tchad, Rouwenzori Mountains, the 
Uganda region, the great African lakes, 
equatorial Africa, the Congo, British 
East Africa, South Africa and finally 
Cape Town, which was reached July 4. 
The distance covered was 23,000 kilo- 
meters. 


Populace Disagrees With States- 
men on Loan From America.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The French 
people as a whole are opposed to the 
payment of France's $4,000,000,000 debt 
to the United States, although men of 
importance in the financial affairs and 
statesmanship of the country realize 


that the obligation must be discharged, 
according to Representative Henry W. 
Watson of Pennsylvania, a Republican 
leader of the house, who has just re- 
turned from a trip around the world. 

As a member of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, Mr. Watson made 2 
study of conditions in France bearing 
on the American debt. He will com- 
municate the information he collected 
to officiala of the State and Treasury 
Departments for such use as they may 
care to make of it in negotiating with 
France, 

“The French people are decidedly op- 
posed to payment of the debt to the 
United States and the public men of the 
country realize this,’’ said Mr. Watson. 
“*T discussed the sentiment of the popu- 
lace with Myron T. Herrick, our Am- 
bassador at Paris, and he is aware of 
the difficulties that confront the French 
statesmen. 

“At a luncheon given me in Paris I 
stated plainly that the feeling in the 
United States was that France should 
and would meet its obligations, On an- 
other occasion I called attention to the 
fact that a system of propaganda 
against our country was in operation in 
France, The boys and girls in the 
schools are having it drilled into them 
that no moral obligation rests with the 
French people to pay this country and 
attention is called to the war contracts 
that came to American manufacturers. 
The school children are also impressed 
with the enormous wealth of the United 
States and are told thateFrance must 
resist attempts of this country to bring 
about a settlement.”

“ADOPT RTHIGS CODE 


Calls for Honesty in News and 
Fairness to Readers, Adver- 
tisers and the Public. 


OUR NEWSPAPERS SOUND 


Southern Newspaper Association 
Told by Adolph S. Ochs That Integ- 
rity Is the Basis of Success. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., July 7 (#.—In 
this country our press as a whole is in- 
dependent and honest, free from the 
charge of venality and for that reason 
exercises an influence and power that 
constitute it one of the main hallmarks 
of our liberty, Adolph S. Ochs, pub- 
lisher of THE NEW YorRK TIMES and 
owner: of the Chattanooga Times, told 
members of the Southern Newspaper 
Publishers Association here today. 

“‘We must be ever watchful that this 
reputation be preserved—deserved—and 
allow no sinister or ulterior inflwences 
to exercise any control of our reading 
columns,”’ he said 

‘The confidence of people in the integ- 
rity of your newspaper is a matter that 
cannot be too carefully safeguarded,”’ 
coatinued the speaker in discussing the 
relative value of types of news service. 
He deplored excessive use by papers of 
syndicated matter and of news services 
which were ‘‘privately controlled’ as 
giving an opportunity for subtle propa- 
ganda and tne promotion of private in- 
terests. He advised editors against ‘‘the 
wild chase for nunibers in the matter 
of circulatioa,’’ against appeals to the 
reading public through features which 
might ‘‘overburden the paper and really 
prove a blemish on its quality and its 
attraction to the legitimate news read- 
ing clientele. 


Limited Appeal of ‘‘Features.’’ 


“There is no question in my own 


mind that no small percentage of fea- 
ture matter in which newspapers 50 
largely indulge will, on careful investi- 
gation, be found to have little or no 
value and very limited appeal,” Mr. 
Ochs went on. 

“I think publishers should take pains 
to acquaint themselves with the source, 
the personnel and the methods that are 
employed in these services and to re- 
tain for themselves some voice and con- 
trol over the matter that is served 
them.” 

The speaker reviewed his more than 
fifty years of newspaper work, begin- 
ning with his connection with The 
Knoxville Journal and ‘‘a_ practical 
school of journalism conducted by Cap- 
tain William A. Rule, that noble old 
man who still wields a facile pen at the 
age of 86,” on that paper. He men- 
tioned numerous editors of the South 
with whom he had been associated dur- 
ing those years. 

‘“These were, and are, men of proved 
capacity,” said the speaker as he named 
nearly twoscore men known in the 
newspaper world of many States of the 
South, some of whose reputations were 
nation-wide, ‘Men with resplendent 
records of self-sacrifice and industry, 
leaders in their States and in their com- 
munities, always in the forefront of 
every movement looking to the welfare 
and prosperity of their people, men of 
markedly distinct personalities and en- 
dowed with the most admirable attri- 
butes of human-kind.’’ 

Mr. Ochs discussed the problem of cir- 
culation and advertising and gave as his 
belief that the quality of circulation and 
advertising spoke more highly for a 
paper than the quantity. He voiced the 
opinion that today, more than ever be- 
fore, there is a demand for high grade 
men with ability to see news in its 
real value without regard to partisan- 
ship of newspapers of the country. The 
failure of newspapers to install modern 
business methods to do away with waste 
was decried, as also was the tendency to 
follow “habit and custom’’ as a ‘‘fetish’’ 
and to indulge in ‘‘mere imitation.” 

Mr. Ochs closed with a description of 


the Berry School near Rome, Ga., which | 


was started twenty-three years ago by 
Miss Berry. in North Georgia and which 
has developed into a high-grade insti- 
tution. He asked the publishers to give 
their earnest consideration to Miss Ber- 
ry’s work and the present endeavor of 
the school to become self-supporting by 
the creation of an endowment fund of 
$1,000,000. 


Code of Ethics Adopted. 


A newspaper code of ethics presented 
by a special committee was adopted this 


afternoon. 

The code stresses service to the City, 
State and National Governments, fair- 
mess to subscribers, advertisers, com- 
petitors and the public, decency in the 
publication of news, editorials, adver- 
tising and all feature articles and illus- 
trations, consideration for the unfor- 

‘ tunate and respect and tolerance for 
those of different religions, races and 
circumstances of life. 

Among the points made in the code 
were these: 

“Recognizing honest differences of 
Opinion exist, we may vigorgusly main- 
tain our own position without denounc- 
ing others as dishonest and unfair.” 

“Decency should be the guiding star 
fin the printing of news, editorials, ad- 
vertising and all feature articles or illus- 
trations.’ 

“Is it fit to print and to be read by 
my own brother?’ should be the test, 
rather than ‘Will it sell more papers?’ ”’ 

“Consideration for the unfortunate and 
for guiltless victims of the faults of 
others.”’ 

“No story justifies needless damage to 
a@ good reputation nor wanton pain to an 
innocent.’’ 

‘“‘Kespect and tolerance for those of 
Gifferent religions, races and circum- 
stances of life.’’ 

‘*Honesty in all dealings, whether 2 
readers, advertisers, employees c> “Tum- 
petitors.”’ ' 

‘Truth first, last and always.’’

£1,000,000 TAXES LOST 
BY BRITAIN ON IMPORTS 


Charchill, Announcing McKenna 
Duties Won’t Be Retroactive, 
Tells of ‘Damping’ to Beat Levy.

LONDON, July 7.—The last-minute 
race to import articles before the im- 
position of the McKenna duties on July 
1, causing a ‘“‘dumping” of goods 
dutiable under the schedules, cost the 
British Government £1,000,000 in taxes, 
Winston Churchill, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, announced this afternoon in 
the House of Commons. 

Despite this, he said, it has been de- 
cided not to make the duties retroactive 
to the date of the introduction of the 
new budget. The decision was good 
news to American automobile dealers, 
who had brought in hundreds of cars in 
anticipation of the duties. 

The new duties on silk, which became 
effective on July 1, are causing deep 
gloom among the women of Britain, 
who have been accustomed for many 
years to buying an extensive supply of 
silk underwear during their Continental 
vacation. 

The Continental trains are now fre- 
quently half to three-quarters of an 
hour late in arriving at London be- 
cause of the rigid examination of wo- 
men’s baggage at the Channel ports. The 
inspectors have been instructed to search 
to the very bottom of luggage for Jin- 
serie, with the result that many women, 
returning this week from their holidays 
abroad, found themselves with insuffi- 
cient money to pay the duties, and were 
forced to check their baggage to Lon- 
don to await payment there. 


FAIL TO FIX LENGTHS 
ON EUROPEAN RADIO 


Experts Say Experiments Will 
Have to Be Made at All 
Broadcasting Stations.

GENEVA, July 7.—Redistribution of 
wave lengths among the broadcasting 
stations of Europe, which was taken up 
by a special technical committee of the 
International Radio-Telephonic Union, 
cannot be effected until extensive ex- 
periments involving all European sta- 
tions are carried out, it was announced 
at the conclusion of the day’s session. 
There are fifty-seven stations in Europe 
which must operate within a wave band 
capable of holding only forty-two. In 
order to continue operation of all these 
stations it is necessary to make ex- 
haustive experiments at all stations to 
ascertain if, due to physical reasons, 
such as interference offered by moun- 
tains, certain stations can use the same 
wave length. 

Even if the union’s experts are able 
to find means of permitting uninterfered 
operation of all European broadcasting 
stations at present, it is obvious the 
union will have to appeal to the Gov- 
ernments at a very early date for 
broadening the broadcast wave band, 
which today comprises only 200 meters 
lying between 300 and 500. 

The technical conference of the union 
also is considering experiments in re- 
laying programs to and from various 
countries by wire. There is distinct 
advantage in relaying, but only today 
has a sufficient number of experts been 
assembled acquainted with conditions in 
all countries to permit of preparation 
of comprehensive experiments which, 
because of red tape connected with Gov- 
ernment telephone monopolies, are diffi- 
cult of realization. The conference will 
be continued tomorrow.

J. H. Thomas Also Opposes De- 
mand by British Rail Man for 
Aid to Trade With Russia. 


WANTS TO DEVELOP EMPIRE 


He Says This Would Cut Unem- 
ployment—Calls It a World 
Problem.

LONDON, July 7.—J. H. Thomas, 
M, P., took*issue with extremists among 
trade unionists today at a meeting of 
the National Union of Railwaymen at 
Stockport. The conference assembled 
under the shadow of the dispute with 
the railroad companies and with the 
knowledge by all grades that they migat 
be asked to submit to a voluntary cut 


in wages. 


The unemployment problem came up 
for discussion, and Mr. Locher, dele- 
gate from the East End of London, 
moved an amendment advocating the 
extension of Government aid for traders 
to those doing business with Russia, and 
increasing the unemployment benefit to 
30 shillings weekly for a man, 15 shill- 
ings for his wife and 10 shillings for 
each child, 

Mr. Thomas opposed it, saying such 


an amendment could never be put into 
practical effect and to pass it would 
be trifling With the unemployed and 
raising hopes that could not be real- 
ized. ° 

Whatever might be said of the Russian 
Government, he would fight to the death 
to prevent Russia’s methods being in- 
troduced in this country, he said. If 
the workers of Great Britain wanted to 
change, let them exercise common sense 
and use the ballot box and they would 
get all they wanted. 

As for the proposals to increase the 
dole, Mr. Thomas called them absurd 
and ridiculous. 

“If these amounts are paid, why need 
any one work?” he asked. ‘Shall this 
conference say the majority of the rail- 
road men shall receive less for working 
than for being unemployed? Who is 
going to pay the dole? Are we to go to 
those at work and ask them to pay fur- 
ther contributions to help the unem- 
ployed ?’’ 

Mr. Thomas’s own view was that the 
unemployment problem could never be 
settled internally and,nationally. It 
could only be settled internationally, by 
bringing the peoples together and get- 
ting the countries to trade together, and 
by killing the war spirit. 

He said much could be done within 
the British Empire, and he thought it 
absurd that so many should be unem- 
ployed when millions could be spent im- 
inediately developing the empire. 

Mr. Thomas's vigorous speech killed 
the proposed amendment.

The Communists naturally took advan- 
tage of the Government's evident em- 
barrassment by jeers, shouts and de- 
mands of ‘‘How much do you need?” 

Premier Painlevé declined to indicate 
the exact amount of the credits he in- 
tended to ask to meet the, situation, 
confining himself solely to the declara- 
tion that-a supplementary appropriation 
Was necessary and that its precise na- 
ture would be revealed in a bill which 
fs to be distributed to the Chamber 
within the next day or so. To insistent 
demands, however, for full information 


on the recent turn of affairs in Mo- 
rocco coming not only from the Com- 
munists but also from the Socialist 
wing of the Chamber, M. Painlevé re- 
plied he would give Deputies all infor- 
mation possible as soon as the Mo- 
roccan credits came up for discussion. 
Then, turning to the Communists, M. 
Painlevé exclaimed: ‘The Government 
does not intend -to lend itself to ma-, 
noeuvres cf those who, while our sol- 
diers are valiantly doing their duty at 
the front, are rejoicing over.the suc- 
cesses of Abd-el-Krim and trying to ex- 
aggerate their importance.”’ 
Before and following this discussion 
‘ the corridors of the Chamber buzzed 
with depressing rumors. None of these 
rumors was confirmed by the last offi- 
¢eial communiqué, which is characteris- 
tically cheerful and optimistic, and de- 
clares the situation on the front to be 
well in hand. The Riffians are re- 
ported to have suffered severe repulses, 
and according to the communiqué Taza 
can now be considered out of immediate 
danger. 


French Taking the Offensive. 


With the repulse of Abd-el-Krim’s 
warriors the French also claim to have 
fegained allegiance of some native 
tribes which were absorbed by Abd-el- 
Krim during his sensational advance of 
the past week. The communiqué en- 


deavors to emphasize the significance of 
the retreat of Abd-el-Krim’s forces to 
Beni Kessil, ten miles from Kiffane, the 
rebels abandoning in considerable quan- 
tities arms and munitions. In any case, 
according to last information, the of- 
fensive has passed from the Riffians to 
the French, who are now engaged in a 
vigorous advance against the enemy 
_ north of Ouezzan.

Four hundred Riffian regulars were 
caught unawares by a squadron of 
Spahis and driven into a ravine near the 
Leben River. 

The mobile unit which three days ago 
took Bab Kessil, northwest of Kifane, 
yesterday made a daring raid into the 
heart of the enemy's country and burned 
the village of Saka to the ground. Saka 
is twenty miles northeast of Kifane. 

North of Quezzan the French column 
reached Oules Allal, which is one of the 
northenmost French outposts, and is 
three miles south of the Loukkos River, 
and inflicted a severe defeat upon the 
Rhouna and d'’Jebala tribes. Peace 
negotiations with the unsubdued sections 
of Beni Mescuildas and continuing. The 
Gheboua tribes northeast of Quezzan 
have laid down their arms and the 
Rhounas are seeking aid frantically. 

The water supply of the column was 
attacked by the enemy near Tafrant, on 
the Bibane Plateau, and in reprisal the 
heavy artillery bombarded the known 
enemy trenches all night. In the Leben 
Valley the enemy made a night attack, 
which was repulsed after a bloody hand- 
to-hand and grenade battle. 

East of theSoun River in the extreme 
eastern part of the fornt, the enemy. 
attacked all day yesterday north of 
Sidi Belkassem on an 8-kilometer front. 
The attack waas repulsed after a great 
battle.

The contention he advanced was 
that the Entente only had the right to 
restrict German military aviation de- 
velopment, whereas what was really in- 
tended now by the Entente was to crip- 
ple German commercial aviation, since 
the Allies already seriously feared Ger- 
man air competition. 

The statement is made that the Ger- 
man Government welcomes further ne- 
gotiations, hoping the difficulties can be 
cleared up. But it is added that if the 
Entente maintains an uncompromising 
attitude, the German Government will 
not back down from its stand and will 
continue to do all possible toward the 
development of German air traffic, feel- 
ing assured that the majority of the 
German people are behind it.

REPORTS SEEING EVOLUTION. 


Prof. Jennings Declares Microscope 
Revealed Changes Taking Place. 


BALTIMORE, Md., July 7 (#).—The 
theory of Fundamentalists that there is 
no such process as evolution and that 
animals and plants as seen by the 
world today have held their present 
forms since the beginning of time is 
directly contradicted in a newly pub- 
lished report of biological activities at 
Johns Hopkins University here. 


Dr. Herbert Spencer Jennings, Pro- 
fessor of Zoology and director of the 
zoological laboratories at the univer- 
sity, is the first ‘‘actually to see and 
control the process of evolution among 
living things,’’ the report states. ‘‘The 
evidence of evolution had been read in 
the rocks and the structure of plants 
and animals, but under the microscope 
Dr. Jennings was able to follow evolu- 
tion, not as a theory but as a thing 
that was actually taking place,’’ 

Dr. Jennings reveals that the heredi- 
tary characteristics do become changed 
by external conditions and that through 
such diversities, continuing for great 
numbers of generations, single stocks, 
uniform in their hereditary characteris- 
tics, gradually* differentlate into many 
faintly different hereditar features, 
The process is gradual, or ty steps so 
small that single ones are imperceptible. 

“In higher organisms,’’ Dr. Jennings 
said, “‘the state of knowledge on this 
point appears less satisfactory. But the 
evidence, so far as it goes, indicates 
that the processes here are in agreement 
with those of lower organisms. 

“Apparently Civersities in external 
agents may, 
seem rarely met, so modify the germ 
cells that ey produce progeny with 
changed heréditary characteristics. -Al- 
together we find that even independent- 
ly of any mating process diversity of 
stocks is being produced, but most slow- 
ly and gradually.”

Britain No Longer Wants to 
Hold ‘the Gorgeous East’ by 
Fear, He Tells Lords. 


BUT SHE WON’T BE COERCED 


He Holds Out Hope of Revising Self 


Government Act if India 


Will Cooperate. 


LONDON, July 7 (®).—Great Britain 
Mo longer ‘‘talks of holding the gorgeous 
East in fear, but asks India to march | 
side by side with us in fruitful, har- | 
monious partnership, which might create | 
the greatest and proudest days of In- | 
dian history,’’ declared the Earl of} 
Birkenhead, Secretary of State for In- 
dia, in an important debate in the House | 
of Lords today. 

The session was expected to reveal the | 
Government’s decision regarding the re- | 
vision of the-Act of 1919 for the Gov- | 
ernment of India, before 1929, the date | 
stipulated in the act itself for the re- 
vision of the Indian Constitution; but | 
the long pronouncement made by Lord 


Birkenhead only showed that the Brit- 
ish Government had not yet formulated | 
a policy for dealing with the problem | 
that confronts it in India. 

The Viceroy of India, the Earf of | 
Reading, has been in England for two | 
months conferring with Lord Birken- | 
head and other members of the Baldwin | 
Cabinet on ‘the difficult questions aris- | 





, ing from serious friction in the working | 
| of the Act of 1919, which gave partial 
' self-government to India. 


The system 
of diarchy embodied in this act, giving | 


the Indian provinces a large control of | 
their own local affairs, has proved part- 


ly unworkable. 

There have been serious sedition dis- | 
orders in Bengal, and the act has been 
suspended in that province, while from 
all over India there have been demands | 
by Nationalists for the revision of the} 
act before 1929. } 

Lord Birkenhead, in announcing that! 
the Cabinet had not yet arrived at a de-| 
cision, said that before a decision could | 
be reached the advice of the Government | 
of India must be formally invoked and } 
the opinion of the Indian Legislative As- | 
ecmbly elicited. 

On the question of antedating the re-| 
vision of the act, he emphasized that} 
the ‘‘door of acceleration was not open | 
to menace, and still less could it be 
stormed by violence.’’ 

He also insisted that communal differ- | 
ences dividing Moslem and Hindu would | 
result in struggle and outrages even if 
the British withdraw from India to-| 
morrow. Thus an immediate repudiation 
of British responsibilities in India woull 
be at least as fatal to the interests of 
India herself as in any year since the 
British gained control there. 

Arguing that the Act of 1919 had not 
failed, but never had had a chance be- 
cause of the refusal of the Indians to | 
cooperate with the British, Lord Birken- | 
head continued that the door of acceler- | 
ation was open, but only when ‘‘we see | 
everywhere among responsible leaders of 
Indian thought the evidence of sincere | 
and genuine desire to cooperate with us 
in making the best of the existing con- 
stitution.’ 

He appealed to the Indian people with 
deepest sincerity for good-will and co- 
operation. 

‘‘We shall not be niggardly bargainers 
if we meet the generous friendship 
which is near and dear to our hearts,’”’ 
said the Secretary for India. ‘‘We no 
longer talk of holding the gorgeous East 
in fear, but ask India to march side | 
by side with us in fruitful, harmonious 
partnership which might create the} 
greatest and proudest days of Indian 
history.”’ 


TO RETIRE OLD PROFESSORS |

On the other hand, there are many | 
who hold that a professor’s usefulness | 
as a teacher énds at about 65, and that} 
he should retire in favor of a younger |

WANTS GERMANS IN SIBERIA. 


Statesman Says Europe Will Take 
Country From Russia.

BERLIN, July 7.—Germans must colo- 
nize Siberia in order to save the German 
race from decay and ruin, according to 
a noted German statesman who keeps 
his name secret. It may be stated, how- 


ever, that he recently held one of the 
highest official posts in Germany. 


Since Africa, America and other parts 
of the world with relatively sparse popu- 
lations are closed to Germany, he de- 
clares that only in Siberia can Germany 
— an outlet for her growing popula- 

on. 

He maintains that soon the Western 
European nations will attack and defeat 
Soviet Russia, since the latter has shown 
herself hostile to Occidental ideas and 
bent upon Bolshevizing Europe. 

When the European attack upon Rus- 
sia comes, he continues, Germans must 
participate in order to get her share of 
Siberia, which will be divided among 
the European nations after they van- 
quish the Bolsheviki. 

Since Siberia is climatically suited to 
Germans, he says, and is full of prac- 
tically unexploited wealth, millions of 
Germans could live there, thus solving 
the problem of overpopulation in Ger- 
many, which was largely responsible for 
the World War and is threatening again 
to become a serious European problem.

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Firm to Pay Obligations and 
Resume Business. 


RECEIVERS MAY QUIT TODAY 


Reopening is Likely This Week 
With Bankruptcy Case Dropped, 
Setting Record for Speed. 


Customers and friends of partners in 
Dean, Onativia & Co., 11 Wall Street, 
the stock, grain and cotton brokers who 
failed last Friday with assets of $35,- 
000,000 and liabilities of $36,000,000, are 
raising $2,500,000 to enable the firm to 
pay its obligations and resume business, 
it was announced yesterday. If the re- 
organization plan goes through as ex- 
pected, the receivership will be lifted 
today or tomorrow, the firm will reopen 
for business at once or within a few 
days, and the bankruptcy proceedings 
will be dropped. Representatives of the 
creditors will be posted in the New York 
and Chicago offices with the rights to 
examine the books of the firm at all 
times. 

William F. Unger of 120 Broadway, 
attorney for the firm, who went to Chi- 

cago last Friday and Saturday to ne- 
gotiate part of the new logns, said that 
the money is all in sight, and merely 
waits on the signing of contracts. He 
and Irving L. Ernst of 170 Broadway, 
attorney for the New York receiver, ex- 
Judge William M. Cannon, characterized 
the settlement as ‘‘remarkable and un- 
precedented’’ “in the history of Stock 
Exchange failures. 

Mr. Unger said that the saving of the 
firm by its customers and friends 
showed the confidence they had in the 
integrity of its nine members, and illus- 
trated the ‘‘unnecessary and criminal 
nature” of the acts which forced the 
Chicago petition in bankruptcy last 
week. 

“Tf they can raise $2,500,000 now after 
‘they are in the hands of a receiver,”’ 
said Mr. Unger, ‘‘they could have raised 
more than that if they had received a 
reasonable time—say forty-eight hours— 
befcre the petition in bankruptcy was 
filed.’’ 

Most of Loan Here. 

Mr. Ungey explained that two-thirds 
of the money will come from New York 
and one-third from Chicago. It will all 
be free cash capital for the firm. Part 
will be cash lent by friends of members, 
and part will be put in by customers 
transferring part°of their equities to the 
capitai accounts of the members, which 
will ‘be equivalent to cash. The lenders 
will receive two-year 6 per cent. notes 
be transferred back to the firm. 

A trustee will be appointed by the New 
York and Chicago creditors’ committees, 
and the notes will be secured by the firm 
turning over to the trustees all the 
“glow-moving’’ securities of the firm, 
valued before the crash at $2,500,000. 
These include the 45,000 shares of Rosen- 
baum Grain Corporation stock, which 
three Chicago bankers dropped from a 
$50 to $5 per share valuation as col- 
lateral the day before the failure. In 
addition, the lenders will receive 50 per 
cent. of the profits of the partners for 
two years and an extra payment of 10 
per cent. after the notes are paid, but 
will not assume any of the obligations 
of partners. 

The agreement to be signed by the} 
lenders provides that the individual ac- 
céunts of the nine members of the firm | 
be credited with one-ninth of the total 
money loaned. 

“This agreement,” it says, ‘‘shall be 
effective only in the event that agree- 
ments similar in purport and tenor to 
this agreement are duly executed by 
which sums aggregating at least $2,500,- 
0060 are made available to the individuals 
comprising the firm of Dean, Onativia 
& Co. for contributions by them to their 
capital accounts by July 15, 1925. 

“This agreement is made upon the 
further consideration,’’ it continues, 
“that each member of the firm will, on 
and after Jan. 1, 1926, and quarterly 
thereafter until said notes shall be fully 
paid, pay a sum equal to 50 per cent. of 
the amount credited to his account on 
the books of said firm as his share of 
the net profits of said firm to the trustee 
hereinafter named.” 

It is also provided in the agreement 
that the trustee shall pay to the note- 
holders any income or the proceeds from 
any realization on the securities to be 
held by the trustee, and that the trustee 
shall be liable only for his own willful 
misfeasance. 

The members of the firm are to make 
the 10 per cent. extra payment within 
one year after the payment in full of 
the notes and interest. On payment of 
the 10 per cent. all securities and other 
property deposited with the trustee is to 
be transferred back ot the firm. 

The agreement concludes as follows: 

“The undersigned does further consent 
that the involuntary petitions in bank- 
ruptcy filed against Dean, Onativia & 
Co. on the 3d day of July, 1925, in the 
United States District Court for the 
Southern District of New York and in 
the United States District Court for the 
Northern District of Illinois be dis- 
missed. The undersigned does further 
waive any and all notice of any appli- 
cation for such dismissal and such dis- 
missal may be without notice to the un- 
dersigned, and the undersigned hereby 
further agrees that in the event of an 
entry of an order of adjudication that 
said order of adjudication be vacated 


' « without notice to the undersigned, and 


all notice of any such application is 
hereby waived.’’ 

Mr. Unger telegraphed a copy of the 
agreement to Chicago yesterday after- 
noon and expects to know finally this 
morning whether the entire $2,500,000 
has been raised. He said he did not 
doubt that it would be, because the 
agreement represented good business for 
the lenders. 

“It means a practical certainty of get- 
ting everything back,”’ he said, ‘‘against 
the likelihood of having a large part of 
the assets eaten up in bankruptcy litiga- 
tion that might run from five to eight 
years, with separate actions in New 
York, Chicago and Washington.”’ 

The agreement was drawn up follow- 
ing conferences yesterday and Monday 
“between a -Creditors’ Protective Com- 
mittee, headed by William F.. McGuire, 
an engineer, and including the five 
largest unsecured creditors; members of 
the firm, the receiver and lawyers for 
the firm and receiver. 

~ If the receivership is lifted within the: 
next few days, as expected, it will be 
the shortest receivership in the history 
ef Stock Exchange failures.

FRENCH NAVY BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Adds One 10,000-Ton Cruiser 
and Smaller Vessels to Fleet— 
French War Losses Cited.

PARIS, July 7.—In the Senate dés- 
cussion of naval expenditures it was 
indicated today that France’s fleet fell 
from 816,000 tons in 1914 to 590,000 
at the time of the armistics, following 
which France received five smalk cruis- 
ers, one destroyer, nine torpedo boats 
and one supdmarine from the German 
fleet, all of which were hastily built 
war-worn vessels. Since then the Wash- 
ington Treaty has limited France's 
battleships to 175,000 tons and plame 
carriers to 60,000 tons, and the pur- 
pose of the bill) under discussion is 
to modernize and strengthen minor 
naval units which are not limited by 
the treaty. , 

“Our foreign policy is essentially 
peaceful,” the Naval Commission re- 
porter said, “‘and on the other hand we 
must think of economizing.. But there 
is a minimum of new building which we 
cannot go below. Our fleet is very in- 
ferior to the Italian fleet. Germany fa 
authorized to own a fairly important 
fleet and is not limited as to new build- 
ing. We must take account of this and 
also of the Russian fleet. 

“Today's bill, if voted, will only in- 
crease our fleet by one cruiser, three 
destroyers, four torpedo boats, seven 
first-class submarines, two mine-laying 
submarines, one mine-layer and two air- 
plane transports. The cruiser will be- 
only 10,000 tons and we have given up 
smaller types of cruisers. The subma- 
rines will be like the last we have 
built—1,500 tons each—with several im- 
provements. Without these our fleet 
in 1932 will be limited to six obsolete 
battleships, six cruisers, seven de- 
stroyers, thirty-seven torpedo boats and 
twenty-three submarines, and many of 
the last will be also obsolete by then.’’ 

After two amendments for slight in- 
creases in the program were withdrawn 
for reasons of economy the Senate 
passed the bill unanimously. 

During the debate Senator Hennessy 
described the réle of the fleet in pro- 
tecting the transport of colonial re- 
inforcements. 

“But in reference to this matter,’’ Ms 
Hennessy said, ‘‘I should like to men- 
tion the legends*‘of our enemies and 
detractors spreading in England and the 
United States. It is said our losses in 
the great war were not as great as we 
claimed, due to the number of colonials 
fighting for us. I think it useful to tell 
the Senate exactly what the proportions 
of losses were: French officers mobil- 
ized, 195,000; dead or missing, 36,200; 
French soldiers mobilized, 7,540,000; 
dead or missing, 1,245,800. Troops from 
North Africa mobilized, 260,000; dead 
or missing,.38,200. From other colonies 
mobilized, 215,000; dead or missing, 
24,200.”” 


VOORHIS BRAVES HEAT, 
COMES TO CITY OFFICE 


Aged Sachem Quits Rest and the 
Country and Surprises Election 
Board—Glad to Go Back. 


John R. Voorhts, President of the New 
York Board pot Elections and Grand 
Sachem of Tammany, who will be 96 
years old on July 27, appeared unex- 
pectedly at the regular meeting of the 
board yesterday afternoon in the Mu- 
nicipal Building. It was his first ap- 
pearance at his office in five weeks, 
since he was taken il! with a severe 
cold and confined to his home, at 786 
Greenwich Street. 

As soon as he was well enough to be 
moved Mr. Voorhis was ordered to his 


country home, at Pequannock, N. J., 
and told to stay there for a thorough 
rest. But yesterday, as he explained 
to the other members of the Board of 
Elections, Charles E. Heydt, Jame 
Kane and Jacob A. Livingston, he ‘‘got 
tired looking at the trees anad decided 
to attend the meeting.”’ 

The other three members were in ses- 
sion when Mr. Voorhis appeared. All 
were equally surprised, for they had not 
expected ‘‘the Judge” for at least two 
weeks. He greeted them all, then took 
his position at the head of the table. 
After business was finished they sat 
around the table and talked for a few 
minutes. Then Mr. Voorhis arose to 
go, explaining that he was anxious to 
get back to Pequannock. “I never ap- 
preciated the country so much as I did 
today,’’ he declared. ‘This heat is re- 
sponsible. It was wafm out there, but 
the heat here is stifling.’ 


BARS PARDONED LAWYERS 


Move to Reinstate S. W. Kaufmann 
and N. R. Lindheim Fails. 


The ‘appellate Division in a decision 
made known yesterday refused to re- 
instate as attorneys S. Walter Kauf- 
mann and Norvin R. Lindheim convicted 
in 1920 of conspiring against the United 
States Government. Although the Bar 
Association joined tn the application 
made in their behalf by William D. 
Guthrie, and letters written by Justice 
Stone of the United States Supreme 
Court, Judge Lehman of the New York 
Court of Appeals, James R. Sheffield, 


Ambassador to Mexico, Representative 
Ogden L. Mills, former Justice Morgan 
J. O’Brien of the Appellate Division, 
Supreme Court Justice Proskaver, Louis 
Marshall, Charles L. Bernheimer and 
Henry lL. Sherman, interceding for 
them, were presented to the court. 

Justice Clarke, writing the unanimous 
opinion of the Appellate Division, 
pointed out that the former attorneys 
had been convicted of an attempt to 
defraud the United States Government, 
which is a felony, and under the Judi- 
clary law attorneys convicted of a fel- 
ony shall be disbarred. The opinton 
referred to the protestations of inno- 
cence by Kaufmann and Lindheim, but 
said that the convictions were affirmed 
by the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and a writ of certiorari was 
denied by the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The letter of Justice Stone to President 
Coolidge said that he had read the opin- 
ion of the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals and examined the petition for 
a writ of certiorari, and that he joined 
in urging clemency because he felt there 
were certain features of the trial ‘‘which 
raise serious doubts as to the justice of 
the conviction.’”’ He said they were 
charged with violating the Trading With 
the Enemy act by omitting to report that 
a certain loan passing through their 
hands as attorneys was made by the 
German Government in its own behalf, 
whereas they reported that it was mada 
by the late Herman Sielcken. Justice 
Stone pointed out that the opinion of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals stated that 
“there was no direct proof that the de- 
fendants Kaufinann and Lindheim knew 
that the German Government was the 
principal in the transaction.’’ For that 
reason it was necessary to offer cir- 
cumstantial ‘evidence. The trial Judge 
charged the jury that even if the de- 
fendants did not have actual knowledge 
of these facts, they might be charged 
with ‘imputed knowledge.’’ Justice 
Stone said: 

“In the course of the trial many days 
were consumed in the necessary proof of 
the activities of the German Government 
in connection with this matter, although 
nost, if not all, of the facts. thus proven 
were admittedly unknown to these de- 
fendants. There was thus created a 
situation which I cannot but feel: was 
yery prejudicial to them.”

Make Fun of the Hero.

When the movies learn to make fun 
of their heroes, as is done in ‘‘The 
Lucky Devil’ at the Rivoli this week 
we may chalk down a. mark on the slate 
of progress, Richard Dix, the star of 
this picture, is customarily a hero of 
the than-whom-none variety. He is a 
member of the order in good standing, 
and it would be a mere nothing for him 
to wipe the dust with a score of des- 


peradoes or whip a bull elephant with 
one hand tied behind his back. 

His adventures in ‘‘The Lucky Devil” 
are therefore remarkable. They do all 
sorts of things to him, and he stands 
them without once flashing his badge 
or pulling his card in Heroes’ Local N 
414. What's more, he seems to like it. 
This is passing strange, also more than 
a little refreshing. It is, in other words, 
proof that this picture broadcasts, ona 
wave any human receiver can get. 

It is only fair, however, that the star 
should take his share of the feeling, 
because more or less everybody con- 
cerned is fooled in one way or another 
before the picture gets through. The 
director and scenarist must have been 
in merry mood when they concocted this 
confection. It begins by fooling the au- 
dience. The first picture shows Randy 
Farman (Richard Dix) preparing a 
sleeping bag in front of an automobile 
out where the woods are woods. You 
no sooner get that than the camera 
moves the foreground toward you and 
you find Farman is a sporting goods 
salesman demonstrating outdoors goods 
in a department store sale. Rather an 
effective entrance for the story, if not 
for the star. 

Farman wins the automobile that fig- 
ures in the demonstration in a charity 
raffle and sets out for the open spaces 
Here he meets the girl, Doris McKee 
(Esther Ralston). She is traveling with 
an aunt who for a time forestalls their 
arrangement to voyage in company. 
They get to the county fair town, both 
broke. Farman enters his prize auto in 
the road race, and to get the entrance 
fee stays two rounds in the ring with 
a sideshow fighter. Then, of course 
he wins the race—if it is necessary to 
impart that information. 

All this sounds as though it might be 
a little trying, but it is not. Quite the 
contrary. Director and star take it all 
in a humorous tempo, and there are 
constant little flashes of humorous and 
original action. Brains went into this 
picture. And part of the brains was 
devoted to illustrating the principle that 
the voice with the smile wins, provided 
always it speaks in thoroughly human 
accents. There is not a single high- 
falutin’ moment in this film, thanks be. 

In the beginning the reviewer intended 
to list the things they did to the hero 
to prove he is not oppressively heroic. 
But yeu had better see them yourself. 
Let a single instance suffice. When 
Farman goes in to earn his $200 by stay- 
ing two rounds in the ring with the prize 
fighter does he knock said bruiser all 
over the lot as any hero would who 
held to the highest ideals of his pro- 
fession? He does not. He just man- 
ages to stay on his feet. When the final 
bell sounds you see him on the ropes 
covering up against a merciless shower 
of rights and lefts and barely surviving. 
We maintain this is Art with a capital 
“A.’’ Also that it is miraculous. 

‘The Lucky Devil” is not a great pic- 
ture, but it is good entertainment. Not 
up to the very last moment does the 
director let go his hold on the thing. 
The final fadeout shows the customary 
clinch, but it is galvanized by the sight 
of a woozy village photographer trying 
to take the lucky couple’s picture in the 
winning car, the long bellows of his 
view camera flopping this way and that 
and the tripod waving its legs toward 
every point of the compass. He hasn't 
succeeded yet in taking the picture. But 
he did succeed in obscuring the hero 
and heroine in the final consecrated mo- 
ment. This thing should be looked into. 
What are our movies coming to?

FRISCH GETS HOME RUN 


| Moore and Cuyler Also Hit for the 
Circuit in Taut Contest—Adams 
and Nehf Finish.

There was a distressing marine disas- 
ter in the placid Harlem yesterday. A 
' rakish Pirate craft, flying the black flag 
» et the top mast, was rammed, boarded 
' end looted by a gang of landlubbers 
from the Polo Grounds. The Giants 
pulled down the dusky emblem, ran up 
the colors of the house of McGraw and 
scored a tidy 7-6 victory. ‘ 
Long George Kelly, who is directly de- 
scended from Long John Silver on the 
distaff side, was the iad who repelled the 
rovers of the Spanish main. He socked 
a ringing single to left in the eighth in- 
ning and drove in the winning run of a 
game that was taut and tense, not to 
say thrilling and throbbine. 


For seven innings it was touch and go, 
nip and tuck. The Pirates slugged home 
runs and other hits for a three-run lead, 
but in the fifth the Giants, started aus- 

* piciously by Frisch’s homer, grabbed 
four tallies and a two-run lead. This 
Was a neat rebuttal, but in the seventh 
the pesky Pirates made it 6 to 5 through 
a combination of two hits, a walk and 
two costly errors by the McGrawian 
forces, 

This brings the story up to the current 
instalment. Read on and see how vir- 
tue and an honest heart triumphed over 
the bad Pirates from the Smoky City. 


Snyder Starts It. 


Frank Snyder started the triumphing 
with a single to centre in the eighth. 
Being several seconds slower than Nurmi 
at any given distance, Frank was re- 


placed by Freddy Lindstrom. After 
Southworth, batting for Kent Greenfield, 
had flied to left, Freddy stole second. 
This showed the value of a fleet pair of 
heels, for directly afterward Young 
ammed a double along the left field foul 
ine and Lindstrom scored with the tying 
run. 

After throwing two balls to Frisch, 
Tom Sheehan, the Pirate relief pitcher, 
wrenched his left side and ran up dis- 
tress signals. Skipper McKechnie gave 
Tom a leave of absence and called on 
Babe Adams to throttle the blooming 
New Yorkers. Babe was winning world’s | 
series games when the present Giants 
were shooting marbles and getting a 
boyish bob. He is 43, and the Giants 
should have more respect for old age. 

The venerable Babe tossed two more 
crooked ones at Frisch and the Giant 
captain took his base. This put it up to 
Meusel, who flied out to Barnhart and 

ut it up to Kelly. Passing the buck 

s no part of the noble nature of a 
California Kelly. So Long George 
wrapped his hands around the bat, took 
a terrific swipe and lined a hit over the 
shortstop’s roof. Young scampered in 
from second and the game was over. 

In the ninth Arthur Nehf started grog- 
gily by passing Moore. The wicked Mr. 
Cuyler tapped one at Nehf and a double 
play was routed through Jackson and 
Terry. Barnhart gave Kelly a grounder 
to play with. 

The fans had heart failure when the 
Buccaneers slapped two homers in the 
first inning off Greenfield. With one 
out Eddie Moore clouted the ball against 
the left-field stand, and Cuyler followed 
with a nudge into the upper right-field 
salient. 


Giants Miss Chance. 


Vic Aldridge showed first signs of 
bankruptcy in the second when Kelly 
and Terry carved out singles, sending 
George to third. It was melancholy in- 


deed when the long one was nailed at 
home on Wilson’s grounder to Traynor. 
This still left citizens residing on first 
and second, but Jackson and Snyder 
were highly invalid. 

Moore and Cuyler—pestiferous pair— 
eingled in the third, and Eddie scored 
while Frisch was collaring Traynor's 
mean grounder back of third. But the 
Giants took the run back in the same 
inning on a walk to Young, Frisch's sin- 
gle and passes to Meusel and Terry, 
which forced Young over the disk. 

They dragged poor Aldridge out in the 
fifth. No more handsome beginning 
could be imagined than Frisch's homer 
into the right field upstairs. Meusel 
caressed a hit to left, Kelly walked and 
William Terry waded into the exact 
centre of the picture with a tremendous 
double through the gap in left centre. 
The Messrs. Meusel and Kelly tagged

Suzanne Lenglen prevented the meeting 
from being one of the poorest on record.

“lost caste to a much greater extent 
than is generally supposed by those un- 
acquainted with the lawn tennis affairs 
of other nations.’’ 

Spain has been offended and the Aus- 
tralians now prefer Forest Hills to Wim- 
bledon, the paper says. The committee 
is charged with imposing vexatious re- 
strictions and not meeting the demands 
for uniformity of surface on the various 
Wimbledon courts.

State Boxing Board Tightens Ban on Dempsey 


WARNS PROMOTERS 
AGAINST DEMPSEY 


Commissioner Muldoon Says At- 
tempts to Negotiate Wills Match 
May Mean Suspension. 


CHECK TO WILLS REFUSED 


Mullins Denies Agreeing to Take 
Five Per Cent. Less Than Origi-, 
nally Agreed Upon. 


That no boxing promoter licensed in 
this State is permitted to talk terms for 
a Jack Dempsey-Harry Wills match 
either with Dempsey or Jack Kearns, 
the champion’s manager, until the title- 
holder has specifically accepted Wills’s 
challenge, was emphasized yesterday by 
Commissioner William Muldoon at the 
meeting of the New York State Athletic 
Commission. Commissioner Muldoon de- 
clared that any promoter negotiating for 
such a match while Dempsey and 
Kearns are under the ban here would 
be liable to suspension. 

Whether the match would materialize 
even if preliminary arrangemeats were 
made, said Commissioner Muldoon, was 
not yet determined. Mr. Muldoon re- 


peated his statement, made when he was 
Chairman of the commission, that there 
was no arena available capable of ac- 
commodating the crowd which would 
waat to see a Dempsey-Wills battle. 
Finding a promoter capable of conduct- 
ing the match presented another serious 
obstacle, Commissioner Muldoon said, 
adding that there was only one promo- 
ter able to handle such a show, and it 
was doubtful whether he would under- 
take the battle. It was inferred that 
Commissioner Muldoon was referring to 
Promoter Tex Rickard, who now is on a 
trip to Cincinnati. 

It developed yesterday that the com- 
mission at its meetitag tomorrow prob- 
ably would be called upon to adjust a 
controversy over the payment to Wills 
of the money due for his bout oa the 
Italian Hospital Fund card against 
Charlie Weinert. Promoter Hubert Fu- 
gazy offered a check of $50,876 to Paddy 
Mullins, manager of Wills, representing 
the amount due less 5 per cent. of the 
amount for which the negro originally

Partisans of the Geneva Protocol 
who charge that Great Britain is 
guilty of “scuttling’’ the scheme 
of September, 1924, must rub their 
eyes on reading what was said last 
Monday in the House of Lords: 





If a controversy should arise be- 
tween France and Germany and 
either party refused arbitration, or 
having gone into arbitration refused 
to carry it out, and on top of these 
refusals resorted to force, then the 
other parties—ourselves, for instance— 
would immediately be bound to throw 
their whole strength into defending 
the nation which was subject of that 


outrage. 

The words are Lord BaLrour's, but 
they echoed and emphasized utter- 
ances from Lord HALDANE, Lord Ox- 
rorpD and Lord Grey of Fallodon, who 
saw in the arrangement the only pos- 
sible guarantee of European civiliza- 
tion.

INCINERATORS FEASIBLE. 

The decision of the Appellate Divi- 
sion upholding the injunction against 
the building of an incinerator plant at } 
Rivington Street and the East River 
should not be interpreted as signifying 
opposition to the use of incinerators. 
Justice DowLInc, who wrote the deci- 
sion, admitted their importance for 
the burning of garbage or refuse. 
The objection to the particular plant 
was not even that its location on the 
chosen site was objectionable to the

purposes. 

There is no doubt that neighbor- 
hood prejudice against incinerators is 
widespread. Everybody (save a few 
politicians and contractors) approves 
of them in theory and welcomes their 





erection—somewhere else. The objec- 
tions are that the smoke and gases 
coming from them are obnoxious and 
that the hauling of garbage through 
the streets is offensive. Both were 
valid under systems now antiquated in 
all big cities outside of New York. Re- 
cent developments, however, have 
made it possible to dispose of refuse 
by incineration with little or no dis- 
comfort to the neighborhood. The ob- 
jection to carting—an objection which, 
incidentally, holds good to the present 
system of carting garbage to the piers 
where ‘it lies awaiting its passage to 
the sea—can be obviated by the use 
of proper vehicles. The present meth- 
od is notoriously unsatisfactory. Open 
trucks are piled so high that they 
scatter their contents as they careen 
about the streets. The city should 
follow Rochester’s example and use 
covered garbage wagons. 

The Commissioner of Plant and 
Structures, commenting on the court 
decision, remarked that it would prob- 
ably take six months to find a new site 
and that it would cost about $1,000,- 
000. But it would be the city’s loss 


if the authorities used this case as an 
excuse to defer further action.’ Com- 
pared to other big American cities, 
New York is shamefully backward in 
the matter of garbage disposal. Not 
even San Francisco or Los Angeles 
resorts to the unclean New York meth- 
od of dumping the garbage at sea, 
whence it inevitably returns to pollute 
the beaches. Chicago, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati and other places employ reduc- 
tion plants, as do the California cities. 
Thanks to the perfection of equip- 
ment, these do: not offend the neigh- 
borhood, as did some of the early ex- 
periments near this city, which have 
always been held up as bad examples 
to all who advocated incinerators. In 
the case of the plant proposed at Riv- 
ington Street, the Commissioner ex- 
plained that it would have tall stacks 
and be entirely odorless. Certainly it 
would be much less objectionable than 
the fumes from Riker’s Island. 

The city maintains one reduction 
plant on Manhattan at present and is 
completing another. The one against 
which the injunction has been suts- 
tained was to have served for dispos- 
ing of the balance of Manhattan’s ref- 
use. The sooner a new site is chosen 
the better, for the system is one which 
New York should long ago have adopt- 
ed, and which alone can end the pres- 
ent barbarous methods ef garbage dis- 
posal.

Broadcasting Question Unsettled. 


Some progress has been made on the 
broadcasting question, but it is still un- 
settled. Most broadcasters have with- 
drawn from their original position that 
they were entitled to appropriate without 
compensation any and all copyrighted 
musical compositions on the theory that 
the broadcasters were  altruistically 
benefiting the public without thought of 
| profit or reward in any form. One Fed- 
| eral court decision holds that the broad- 
caster may help himself to copyrighted 


music without asking anybody’s permis- 
sion and another holds that the broad- 
caster may not touch a copyrighted com- 
position without obtaining the consent 
of the owner of the copyright. 

Composers and publishers of sheet mu- 
sic want legislation giving them com- 
plete protection against broadcasting. 
Some progress has been reached at con- 
ferences between the two sides, but no 
compromise has been reached. 

The issue as to whether books by 
American authors should be protected. by 
copyright if published outside the United 
States has been settled by agreement. 
The Typothetae and the printing inter- 
ests won their case in favor of forcing 
| the books of American authors to be 

printed in this country by withholding 
; the copyright otherwlse. 
| The problem of ownership of copyright 
| in cases of authorship for hire was con- 
| sidered by representatives of publishers 
j} and of the Authors’ League.

JAPAN TO BE DEMOCRATIC. 


Population Crisis in 30 Years, Says 
Count Soyeshima.

CHICAGO, July 7.—‘In the long 
struggle in Japan between bureaucracy 
and democracy the time has at last ar- 
rived for the latter to triumph, although 
whether there is going to be a popular 
government or a popular misgovernment 
remains to be seen.”’ 

This was the conclusion of Count 
Michimasa Soyeshima in his lecture to- 
day, one of a series on problems of the 
Far East being given at the University 
of Chicago under the Norman Wait! 
Harris Foundation. Count Soyeshima, 
who is a member of the House of Peers, 
spoke on political, economic and social 
aspects of life in Japan today. He re- 
viewed and analyzed tendencies since 
the beginning of the World War, dis- 
cussing the movements for universal | 
suffrage and reform of the House of 
Peers. He also presented facts to show 
that Japan was suffering from economic 
depression and actual difficulty in feed- 
ing its population. At this point he 
said: 

“The population of Japan is increas- 
ing at the rate of about 600,000 a year; 
and in another thirty years there will 
be nothing left for us but to starve, un- 
less those countries which have unlim- 
ited areas of fertile land grow rice and 
export it to Japan, or unless, in accord- 
ance with the Christian principle of hu- 
man equality, the open door is declared 
throughout the world.”

Before 
leaving America he will have inter- 
views with President Coolidge and 
other high Government offocials. 

It is understood Count Skzinsky plans 
to take advantage of his visit to place 
before the American Government the 
whole situation with respect to the 
Polish corridor, emphasizing, if need 
be, the moral responsibility which de- 
volves upon the United States to pro- 


tect the interests of the country, which 
owes its present independence to some 
extent to President Wilson’s Fourteen 
Points. 

“T have nothing to negotiate {n Amer- 
ica,”’ said Count Skzinsky when inter- 
viewed today. ‘‘Our financial relations 
with the United States were adjusted 
several months ago by a satisfactory 
arrangement. But if there is nothing 
to discuss in the nature of money or 
debts it must be said that Poland has 
contracted with respect to America an 
enormous debt of gratitude. Our resur- 
rection has been legalized by the thir- 
teenth point in President Wilson's pro- 
gram, wherein he made the lIberation 
and independence of Poland, with an 
outlet to the sea, one of the aims of 
the war. 

“After I shall have completed my lec- 
tures in Willlamstown I shall go to 
Washington, where I have been invited 
to confer with President Coolidge. I 
have nothing to ask, but shall be glad 
to give him full details of our present 
situation as affected by European 
problems,”’

The conference was attended by fifty- 
one Jewish student leaders, representing 
twenty-two universities throughout the 
country. 

Louis Lipsky, Chairman of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America; ‘Dr.

Zionist organization; Maurice Samuel, 
author of ‘‘You Gentiles,’’ and others of 
prominence in Zionism addressed the 
conference of Avukah and extended the 
hew organization their good wishes.

Chamber Approves Without a 
Vote Agreements of Wash- 
ington Conference.

PARIS, July 7.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties this afternoon ratified the conven- 
tions defining the policy of the powers 
in regard to China and regulating the 
Chinese customs duties which was 
signed in Washington Feb. 6, 1922. 
These are the first Washington accords 
to be ratified by the French Parliament. | 

Their discussion gave rise to an elo- 
quent debate between Marcel Cachin, 
the Communist leader, and Foreign Min- 
ister Briand on the activities of the Bol- 


sheviki in China. 
M. Cachin began his speech with the 


declaration that the peace of the whole 
world was enaced by the movement 
fin China. Rissia was being blamed, as 
she had been blamed for the independ- 
ence movement in the Riff. But Rus- 
sia’s action in China amounted to noth- 
ing more than renunciation of all the 
Czarist ambitions for dominion over the 
Chinese. By that action she had in- 
spired confidence among the Chinese 
people. 

Other powers paid lip service to the 
idea of Chinese liberty, but they were 
maintaining their concessions. What 
would be the attitude of the French 

eople if a whole section of the Port of 

arseilles were occupied as a egy 
reservation with independent rights? If 
the great powers wanted peace with 
China all they had to do was to get 
. out. ie 


Says Chinese Are Exploited. 


The Chinese were a people of older 
eivilization and as great artistic devel- 
opment as any of the Western nations. 
‘But they were suffering from exploita- 
tion by foreign capitalists. The English, 
who fought the war of 1839 to impose 
opium on the Chinese, had perhaps al- 


tered their methods of exploitation, but 
their capitalists were exploiting Chinese 
abor just the same. 

Sethis convention of Washington which 
the Chamber was being asked to ratify 
was a. mere .théatrical gesture behind 
which was hidden all the cupidity and 
rivalry of the great capitalistic Govern- 
ments. China, like all of Asia and 
Africa, was awakening to the true 
meaning of the great message given. to 
‘the world in 1918, that all peoples had 
a right to independence and the choice 
of their own destiny. Against that truth 
all the little protocols which were being 
signed and all the force of arms by 
which they were backed could avail 
nothing. - 

M. Briand rose at once to reply. Al- 
though there was much truth in some of 
the things M. Cachin said, he did not 
want it all to pass unchallenged, he ob- 
served. In the. first place, China lived 
under no foreign military yoke. The 
real situation in this immense country 
in which a few small concessions had 
been made to foreigners was utterly 
different from that painted by M. 
Cachin. Propaganda always was best 
made by exaggeration, and the Com- 
munist Deputy had availed himself of 
that rule. 


The Real Situation. 


But what was the real situation? The 
accord which he was asking the Cham- 
ber to ratify was one desired by the 
Chinese themselves. Though momentarily 
@ movement had begun against the 

“presence of foreigners and against for- 
eign concessions, the Chinese them- 


selves were the first to admit the use- 
fulness of these concessions and their 
economic and industrial régime in the 
national life. 

China was a country exposed to peri- 
odic famines. When these famines came 
there was always a rush of workers 
- toward the foreign concessions. It was 
to them the famine-stricken people came 
seeking work and relief. 

“And in Russia,” said M. Briand, turn- 
ing toward M. Cachin, “have not your 
friends been also seeking to make con- 
cessions to foreigners with the same 
object of improving the condition of the 
people? Are not your Bolshevist friends 
also demanding that foreign capitalists 
come in not to exploit and oppress the 
Russian people but to provide them with 
the means of life?” 

In the events at Shanghai, France, 
like all the other powers involved, had 
shown patience, cool judgment and re- 
gerve, and avoided all appearance of 
military repression, and that would con- 
tinue to be the policy of .the Govern- 
ment, he concluded. 

Ratification of the conventions was 
granted without a division. 


State Department Gratified.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—News of the 
ratification by the French Chamber of 
Deputies of the convention authorizing 
the customs conference to be held in 
China and the other convention approv- 
ing a conference to be held to investi- 


gate the limitations on China’s politi- 
cal, jurisdictional and administrative 
freedom of action with a view to even- 
tual abolition of extra-territorial rights 
{n accordance with Resolution 5 of the 
Washington Arms Conference, was re- 
ceived with gratification by State De- 
partment officials tonight. 

No doubt is felt that the Senate will 
follow the Chamber's lead. 

Participation by France in the second 
conference is particularly pleasing to 
official Washington, which has _ been 
bending all its energies toward making 
this meeting an actuality. John Van A. 
MacMurray, the newly appointed Min- 
{ster to China, has been conferring with 
the Japanese Foreign Office on its pol- 
icy toward China, and has now arrived 
in Peking, where he is expected to as- 
sume an important position in the nego- 
tiations looking to the proposed confer- 
ence and in the conference itself, where 
he will represent this country. 

In anticipation of the Customs .Con- 
ference Secretary Kellogg some time 
ago appointed Minister MacMurray and 
Silas Strawn of Chicago as the Amer- 
fcan Commissioners. 

Resolution 5 of the Washington Arms 
Conference provided, in part, that the 
Governments of the United States, -Bel- 
gium, the British Empire, France, Italy, 
Japan, The Netherlands and Portugal 
would establish a commission—to which 
each of these Governments would ap- 
point one member—to ‘‘inquire into the 

resent practice of extra-territorial jur- 
Fediction in China, and into the laws 
and the judicial system and the methods 
of judicial administration in China,’’ 
with a view to reporting to the Govern- 
ments of the several powers named their 
findings of fact in regard to these mat- 
ters, and their recommendations as to 
‘puch means-as they might find suitable

for improving existing conditions of the

welfare of China. 

The membership of our churches will 
be gratified to learn of the leadership 
of our Government in helping the pow- 
ers to fine: and frame 2 policy in their 
relations between the powers and 
the speedy carrying out of the plans 
and suggestions adopted by the Wash- 
ington Conference will be of great help 
to China in the achievement of a uni- 
fied and stable Government and in the 
maintenance of law and order—factors 
of such importance in enabling her to 
take her rightful place among the 
great nations of the world.

TCHITCHERIN PROTESTS 
TO CHINA ON DOSSER 


Demands Release of Russian Held 


at Hongkong and Prosecution of 
Officials Who Arrested Him. 


By Wireless to THs New Yorx Times. 

MOSCOW, July 7.—M. Tchitcherin has 
followed up his note of protest to Robert 
Hodgson, the British Envoy to Russia, 
regarding the arrest of the ‘Russian 
citizen Zinovis Dosser in Hongkong by 
a note to China which was handed today 
to the Chinese Ambassador here. M. 
Tchitcherin requested that China imme- 
diately take adequate measures to in- 
sure the release of Dosser and to place 


on trial the officials responsible for his 
arrest. 

M. Tcehitcherin declared that since 
Russia had renounced her rights to the 
capitulations exercised in China by the 
former Russian Government and because 
of the existing new Russo-Chinese 
Treaty the arrest of Dosser and the 
handing him over for trial by the Mixed 
Court constituted gross violation of the 
agreement. 

Today’s editorial in the Pravda replies 
to attacks upon Russia by the English 
Conservative press by warning the Mili- 
tarist Wing’’ of the Conservative Party 
that they ‘‘are playing with fire.’’ 

It accuses Britain of carrying on in- 
trigues against Russia in every coun- 
try and trying to organize united 
front against Russia, and holds British 
diplomacy responsible for nearly every 
inimical action against Russia by the 
great powers in the border States and 
the Balkans. 

The Pravda says information has 
reached the Soviet Government that the 
British Ambassador to France has pro- 
posed to Briand a joint break with Rus- 
sia and an immediate blockade, which 
would be guaranteed by the British fleet 
in the Baltic and Black Seas and on 
land by Poland, Czechoslovakia, Latvia, 
Rumania and Esthonia. 

Whether this is ordinary blackmail, 
says.the Pravda, or should be regarded 
as confirmation of rumors of a big plot 
against Russia, ‘‘we are not going to 
yield to blackmail. 

“If attacked, we shall repulse the foe 
in such a manner that the incendiartes 
won't derive any benefit.’’ 

The Pravda calls upon the workmen 
and peasants to watch events, and adds: 

“Thanks to the capitalists, a confla- 
grative blaze may suddenly descend 
upon the laboring masses, who should 
be ready to cut off the criminal hand 
which set out to instigate the new ad- 


venture.”’ 


SHANGHAI, July 7 (4).—The Interna- 
tional Mixed Court has dismissed three 
of the four charges preferred against 
the Russian, Zinovis Dosser, representa- 
tive of a Soviet oil syndicate, who was 
alleged to be in possession of documents 
identifying him with the recent Chinese 
riots. :

Sir Thomas Alleged to Be Under 
“Evil Influences’”’—Counter-Af- 
fidavits Are Filed.

LONDON, July 7.—The affairs of 
Sir Thomas Beecham and his wife, wha 
is the daughter of Dr. Charles Welles of 
New York, received an airing today in 
the Chancery Court. Certain furnishers’ 
sults against Lady Beecham are coming 
up tomorrow and she sought an injunc- 
tion today against Sir Thomas, restrain- 
ing him from revoking the authority 
which she asserts he gave her to pledge 
his credit, so'she may be in a position 
to answer the suits. 

Counsel for Lady Beecham informed 
the Court that Sir Thomas had not 
lived with his wife for many years 
and she had for the use of herself and 
two sons the home at Hamilton Terrace, 
St. John’s Wood. At the beginning of 
this year Sir Thomas found his finan- 
cial affairs much improved and as the 
eldest son would inherit a considerable 
sum it was decided that Lady Beecham 
should take a house nearer the centre 
of London better suited to the sons’ 
prospects. She took a house on Gros- 
venor Square for £700 a year and a 
premium and proceeded to furnish it. 

“Sir Thomas and Lady Beecham quar- 
reled,”” said counsel, “and here I must 
choose my language carefully. It ap- 
pears that in close proximity to the 


house there was another which was pur- 
chased by Sir Thomas. It is suggested 
that it was intended for occupancy by 
a certain lady. Sir Thomas apparently 
was dissatisfied that his wife should be 
established in close contiguity to this 
house, which he had purchased for pur- 
poses other than those of a family 
home.”’ 

Counsel for Sir Thomas protested at 
this explanation being accepted as true. 

Counsel for Lady Beecham then read 
an affidavit by his client, wherein she 
said she saw in a newspaper that a lady 
who had been exercising a pernicious in- 
fluence over her husband had taken a 
house on Grosvenor Square. Later she 
ee that it was provided by her hus- 

and. 

Lady Beecham then described how at 
her marriage her husband had entered 
into an agreement to pay her father 
£50,000 for her benefit. When her hus- 
band was in difficulties in 1916, at her 
request her father withdrew his claim 
to £49,000 remaining under the covenant, 
and Lady Beecham entered into cove- 
nants with his sister and her father in 
connection with her husband's obliga- 
tions to them. She said Sir Thomas 
never repaid the moneys she had paid 
under the covenants, or made a new 
settlement in her favor. . 

She said they never had a deed of 
separation, and he was constantly a 
welcome guest at the Hamilton Terrace 
house, where they were on friendly and 
even affectionate terms, 

Then, when her husband came into 
some money, he agreed that she should 
find a more suitable home, and gave her 
a Rolls-Royce limousine. She inspected 
many houses, including the Premier’s 
late residence on Eaton Square, which 
Sir Thomas said was unsuitable to a 
man of his recognized artistic tastes. 
When she took the Grosvenor Square 
house she paid a premium from her own 
resources and incurred Habilities for 
furnishings to the extent of £20,000. 


Sir Thomas Charges Extravagance. 


Sir Thomas, in his affidavit, com- 
plained of inaccuracies and misleading 
statements made by his wife. As for 
the marriage settlement, he explained 
that he entered into it in the belief that 


his father would leave him a large sum 
outright, and he never intended to give 
his wife £50,000 if the money came to 
him only for his lHfe. 

He complained that his wife was ex- 
travagant and spent her allowance on 
ruinous operatic enterprises and such 
extraordinary objects as balloons and 
airplanes. Lady Beecham, he held, must 
have been suffering a strange delusion 
in making certain statements, as on al- 
most every occasion they met there had 
been acute disagreement, and even pain- 
ful scenes. 

Fle never intended that Lady Beecham 
should take an unfurnished house, he 
said. He thought it would be a fur- 
nished one. He then described the pur- 
chases made by Lady Beecham. ‘The 
affidavit alleged she ordered £15,000 
worth of jewelry, one necklace alone 
costing £11,000. On another occasion 
Lady Beecham, with a young man de- 
scribed as her secretary, visited a jewel- 
er and ordered £20,000 worth of jewelry. 
When later she referred the dealers to 
Sir Thomas they demanded their money 
or the return of the jewels. 

Pictures worth £1,000, £650 and £1,200 
also were bought. 

Sir Thomas says he offered to pay her 
£250 monthly if she would give up the 
house, return the goods and give him 
facilities to see his eldest son, with a 
view to preparing him for a career and 
send his second son to a university. 

“Finally,” the affidavit said, ‘‘I was 
forced to the conclusions that the ob- 
ject of my wife’s recourse to the course 
of financial eccentricity was to ruin me 
and force me into bankruptcy.”’ 


Lady Beecham Makes Denial. 


Lady Beecham filed a second affidavit 
in which she denied the extravagance of 
operatic enterprises, though she said 


she produced an opera by her son, to 
which her husband contributed. As for 
the airplanes, she admitted once hir- 
ing one for a month for meteorological 
observations in connection with her 
son’s education. 

With regard to the jewelry, she said 
some jewelry of considerable value, her 
own property, was stolen some time ago 
by her husband’s valet, and the sum 
obtained from an ‘insurance company 
was expended on an orchestra at one of 
her husband’s concerts. Then he agreed 
that when possible she should have new 
jewelry. 

After the affidavits were read the 
Judge pointed out that they were con- 
tradictory and it was impossible to judge 
between them without cross-examining 
witnesses. Consequently hé declined to 
make the injunction order at the present 
time. 


LADY VESTEY GETS DIVORCE 


Provisional Decree Is Granted to 
Wife of British Meat Importer. 


LONDON, July 7 (#).—Lady Vestey 
today obtained a decree nisi in her 
divorce suit against Sir Edmund Hoyle 
Vestey, upon allegations of misconduct. 
(A decree nisi under the English sys- 


tem is a degree not to become absolute 
until the King’s proctor has had oppor- 
tunity to pass on the subject of possible 
fraud, usually a period of a few months.) 

Sir Edmund Vestey is one. of the 
magnates of the meat and shipping in- 
dustries of England. He’is a director 
of the Union Cold Storage Company, 
Ltd., and head of the Blue Star Steam- 
ship Line. He has built up an enormous 
business of importing meat from Argen- 
tina. Lady Vestey is a daughter of 
Joseph Barker of Formby, Lancashire. 
They were married ir 1887.

‘FOLEY FOR MAYOR’ 
MOVE IS DELAYED 


District Leaders Postpone Dem- 
onstration Until Surrogate 
Promises He Will Run. 


TAMMANY NOT IN HURRY 


Olvany Says Nominee Will Be 


Chosen Next Month—Repub- 
llcan Camp Qulet. 


Several Tammany district leaders held 
a conference yesterday at the Anawanda 
Club, Tammany headquarters for the 
central portion of the Twelfth Assembly 
District, and decided to postpone in- 
definitely the proposed demonstration in 
favor of the nomination of Surrogate 
James A. Foley, son-in-law of Charles 
F. Murphy, late leader of Tammany 
Hall, for Mayor. Surrogate Foley is a 
resident of the Twelfth Assembly Dis- 
trict, of which Mr. Murphy was the 
Tammany leader up to the time of his 
death a year ago. 

The meeting had been called with a 
view to sending a delegation to call up- 
on George W. Olvany, the present Tam- 
many leader, and urge Surrogate Foley 
as the logical candidate for Mayor on 
the Democratic ticket. One reason why 
the proposal was temporarily laid aside 
was that none of the leaders interested 
in the movement had been able to exact 
from the Surrogate a promise that he 
would run. Privately, the opinion was 
expressed, however, by one who is close 


to Mr. Foley, that the Surrogate was 
too loyal an organization man to balk 


in the event that he should be drafted. 

“There was no need, besides, to tell 
Judge Olvany that Surrogate Foley is 
a vote getter,” this participant in the 


Anawanda Club gathering said. ‘He 
knows that already. The sending of a 
delegation would have been merely a 
demonstration, similar to the demonstra- 
tion that was pulled off the other day 
in favor of Senator James J. Walker. 
We may take it up a little later and put 
it over.”’ 

In the inner circle of Tammany Hall, 
Surrogate Foley, despite his present re- 
luctance to abandon his position on the 
bench and make the race for the May- 
oralty, is still regarded as the most 
formidable of the dark horses. Others 
who at present loom large are Supreme 
Court Justice Robert F. Wagner aad 
Senator Walker. Ultimately, of course, 
altered circumstances may point to 
some other candidate in the event of 
the elimination of Mayor Hylan, which, 
in Tammany circles* at least, by this 
time is looked upon as a foregone con- 
clusion. 

There is little talk at present of can- 
didates for other places on the city 
ticket, but there has been no change 
in the proposal that the nomination for 
Controller shall go to Brooklyn. The 
feeling persists among Tammany men 
that John H. McCooey, the Democratc 
leader in Kings, would be an acceptable 
candidate for second place on the ticket, 
with a Manhattan man occupying the 
leading position, and the nomination for 
Aldermanic President either going to 
the present Acting President of the 
board, William T. Collins, to Senator 
Nathan Straus Jr. or to a man from the 
Bronx. 

At Tammany Hall Judge Olvany said 
last night that the Executive Committee 
in all probability would not take up the 
question of candidates until late this 
month or early in August. In any event, 
he declared, a selection would not be 
made until next month. The primaries 
do not come until Sept. 15, so there 
would be ample time. The filing of des- 
ignating petitions carinot begin until 
Aug. 11, and petitions can be filed until 
Aug. 18.

Chicago Financiers Say $16,-| 


400,000 Property of Marketing 
Concern Will Be Returned. 


ASSETS DECLARED 


Directors of Cooperative, Denying 
Dissolution Impends, Say Nelther 
Bankers Nor Farmers Wii! Lose.

CHICAGO, July 7.—Dissolution of the 
$26,000,000 Grain Marketing Company, 
the largest farm cooperative concern at- 
tempted in the United States, was pre- 


} dicted today by Chicago financiers con- 


versant with the situation. Their state- 
ment was made While officials connected 
with the Grain Marketing Company or 
its component parts were issuing con- 
flicting interviews. . 

Bankers and grain operators also said 
that the heads of the Grain Marketing 
Company are preparing to return the 
properties, valued at $16,400,000, to the 
grain companies which entered into the 
merger, which had for its purpose even- 
tual control of thé.company by farmer 
producers. It also became known that 
officials of these grain companies ex- 
pect to receive back their properties. 

The company was incorporated as a 
cooperative concern under enabling leg- 
islation. Four old-line grain compa- 
nies proposed to lease their properties 
to the so-called cooperative and partici- 
pate on a temporary basis as a Board 
of Managers. The operators were also 
holders of $4,000,000 worth of stock, 
given in exchange of an advance of 
working capital, which was to be retired 
when an equivalent amount of stock 
was sold to farmers. Failure of the 
company to persuade enough farmers to 
buy stock within the time allowed under 
the contract for retirement of the 
$4,000,000 stock is held responsible for 
the impending dissolution. 

A month ago the Illinois Commerce 
Commission requested the company to 
sign an agreement with the Illinois Ag- 
ricultural Association that it would sell 
no more stock in Illinois before July 28, 
the date set for an accounting with the 
four old-line grain companies. The In- 
diana Securities Commission also re 
fused permission to the cooperative to 
sell stock in that State and the com- 
pany withdrew its application. 

Banking interests which advanced 
money to the concern a year ago for 
operating expenses were assured yester- 
day they would be repaid in full, and 
the farmer-stockholders’ equity in the 
cooperative is fully covered by current 
liquid assets, officers said. 

The impending dissolution was dis- 
closed suddenly while officers and coun- 
sel of the company were issuing reas- 
suring statements ahout its affairs, al- 
though they had admitted the abandon- 
ment of the stock-selling campaign. It 
was at first indicated that officers and 
directors of the company hoped for aid 
from a financial syndicate in meeting 
the obligations to the merged companies, 
which were originally to have been met 
by sale of stock to farmers. 

Officers of the cooperative denied they 
knew anything about dissolution and 
would not admit that banker creditors 
had taken any action.

GLASGOW BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Kelvin Hall, Corporation Exhibi- 
tion Building and Famous 
Charch Burned. 


GLASGOW, July 7 (#).—One of the 
most disastrous fires in the history of 
Scotland tonight destroyed Kelvin Hall 
and the Corporation Exhibition Building, 
covering several acres, “while one of 
Glasgow's finest chuches, the Kelvin 
Grove United Free Church, was gutted. 
The church, a reproduction in miniature 
of the famous Rheims Cathedral was a 
quarter of a mile from where the fire 
broke out, but was ignited by sparks.

\VACATIONISTS USE WATER | 


Protest When Order Is Issued Clos- | 
ing the Hook Mountain 


Beach.

NYACK, N. Y., July 7.—Inspectors 


from the State Department of Health 
are expected in Nyack tomorrow to be- 
gin an examination of the water sup- 
plies of this and near-by towns, follow- 
ing the discovery here of fifteen cases 
of typhoid during the past few days. 
Medical authorities say that the num- 
ber of cases in the vicinity may reach 


fifty. 

Typhoid germs were discovered today 
in a spring at Hook Mountain, in the 
Palisades Interstate Park, by Dr. A. 
William Giles, Health Officer of Nyack. 
A similar outbreak of typhoid occurred 
last year, when more than 100 cases 
were traced directly to a polluted spring 
near Englewood. 

The spring in which the germs were 
found today rises on the side of Hook 
Mountain and runs down the Palisades 
past the Marydell Home of the Sisters 
of Christian Doctrine and into the Hud- 
son. Following the discovery that its 
waters were polluted, Dr. Giles posted 
signs warning campers not to use the 
spring. Samples of the water were sent 
to the State Department of Health at 
Albany to be analyzed. 

The order issued by Dr. Giles against 
the use of water from the spring re- 
sulted in the closing of the bathing 
beach at Hook Mountain Beach. About 
five hundred persons, many of them 
vacationists from the city, seeking re- 
lief from the heat, protested vigorously 
at the Health Officer’s order which cut 
off their supply of drinking water. 








HACKENSACK, N. J., July 7.—Four 
eases Of typhoid in the Hackensack 
Hospital at present are directly trace- 
able to the Hook Mountain Spring, it 
was sald here tonight. Three of the 
patients are from Parkridge, N. J., and 
the fourth from Emerson, N. J. All 
four admitted visiting Hook Mountain 
recently on picnics and drinking the 
spring water.

Mongols, including cavalry, infantry and 
artillery, are stated to be under training 
of officers. Apparently some German 
and other airplanes and regular fleet 
armored motor cars have assembled 
there. 

At Kalgan, it is declared, Russians 
are busy training Feng Yu Hsiang’s 
troops, and there are believed to be 1,000 
Reds in the city, many wearing Chinese 
uniforms.

The latest from Feng Yu Hsiang him- 
self is an appeal addressed to Christians 
inside and outside of China, which is 
quoted as saying:

They introduced 
opium, then robbed China of Hongkong, 
then took the customs and are now try- 
ing to murder tfie Chinese as if they 
were hens or dogs.”

They were 
brought by Arthur F. Broderick, 
Temple F. Berdan, Dallas B. Pratt, J. 
Philip Benkard, Charles W. Bonner, the 
Bankers Commercial Security Company, 
Inc., Jamies Talcott, Inc., and Peabody, 
Houghteling & Co., Inc. Since the law 


| went into effect in 1923 millions of dol- 


lars in taxes have been paid into the 
City Treasury. The suits originally were 
filed against the City Commissioners of 
Taxes and Assessments. 

The opinion of the Appellate Division 
was written by Justice Victor J. Dow- 
ling, with all concurring in his findings. 
An opinion in each of the eight cases 
was returned; owing to slight differ- 
ences in each case. In the main find- 
ings, however, all hinged on the decision 
in the Broderick appeal. : 

“The act is attacked first,’ wrote Jus- 
tice Dowling, ‘‘upon the ground that it 
is tnvalid because of indefiniteness, im- 
practicability, lack of uniformity and 
delegation of legislative power. The 
relators contend that in lifting the de- 
scription ‘moneyed capital coming into 
competition with the business of nation- 
al banks’ bodily out of an act of Con- 
gress and putting it into their own law 
the Legislature wholly failed to define 
or establish any class of subjects of 
taxation by reference to which the as- 
sessors might ascertain and assess the 
taxable property; that they merely 
passed on to the assessors a function 
which was essentially and inherently a 
legislative function, and in effect dele- 
gated to the assessing officers the de- 


termination of what should and should 
not be taxed. 


Defined in Federal Courts. 


““Yhe meaning of the phrase ‘moneyed 
capital coming into competition with the 
business of national banks’ is, it seems 
to me, sufficiently definite in meaning, 
in view of the Federal decisions.’’ 

Incorporated in the opinion was a rul- 
ing that Stock Exchange seats were not 
taxable under the money capital tax 
statute, the opinion on this point read- 
ing: 

“As national banks cannot own mem- 
berships in an exchange nor trade or 
deal in stocks, in my opinion the value 
of this membership, $90,000, did not 
constitute capital competing with na- 
tional banks, and is not taxable as 
such.”’ 

Justice Dowling in his opinion in the 
Broderick case quoted from the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of the Mercantile Bank against 
the City of New York. He said that 
the decision in this case made it clear 
that ‘“‘shares of stock held by individuals 
in railroad, mining, insurance or any 
other corporation of that description are 
not moneyed capital.’’ 

Justice Dowling wrote the opinions in 
the other cases, and in rendering his 
findings in the case of Mr. Berdan, who 
is a member of the New York Stock 
Exchange firm of Vernon C. Brown & 
Co., 74 Broadway, the jurist defined the 
business of ‘‘odd lot’’ dealers and ‘‘stock 
specialists.’’ 


Describes Odd-Lot Trading. 


“The odd-lot business exists; he 
wrote, “‘because of a rule of the New 
York Stock Exchange which makes the 
unit of trading on the floor of the Ex- 
change 100 shares of stock or $10,000 in 
bonds. Any number of shares or bonds 


less than these units are called ‘odd 
lots.’ The business of an odd-lot firin 
consists in buying or selling any amount 
of stock from 1 share to 99 shares, 
equalizing his position in the market hy 
continually purchasing or selling large 
amounts of stock in ‘board lots’ of 100 
shares or more. 

“Houses in this class of transactions 
act entirely as principals, never charg- 
ing commissions or brokerage. The 
specialist is a floor broker who under- 
takes to specialize in a limited group of 
stocks. All the stocks listed on the 
Stock Exchange are grouped around dif- 
ferent ‘posts’ located on the floor.

BOLDT REAPPRAISAL 
CUTS OFF STATE TAX 


New York Must Return $39,335 
Due to Deficit in Property 
Here, Court Rules. 


DEBTS PUT AT $4,763,476

| $3,650,000 Owed In Philadelphia 
Should Have Been Credited 
Equally in Both States. 


A reappraisal filed yesterday of the 
| estate of George C. Boldt, who conduct- 
| ed the Waldorf-Astoria and owned the 
| Bellevue-Stratford © in Philadelphia, 
shows that although the estate had al- 
ready paid a tax of $39,335 to the State 
of New York, it is now determined that 





| there was a deficit in the property in 


New York and that the State must re- 
turn the tax. The change was due to 
| the fact that the estate was credited 
with an indebtedness of $3,650,000 owed 
by Mr. Boldt on mortgages €overing the 
Bellevue-Stratford and other property 
|in Philadelphia. 

| Mr. Boldt died Dec. 5, 1916, leaving 
his estate in equal shares to his daugh- 
ter, Clover Miles Boldt, and his son, 
George C. Boldt Jr. The original ap- 
| praisal was filed Dec. 26, 1918, at which 
time the gross estate was fixed at 
$2,154,995, from. which there were de- 
| ductions of $1,049,109. The total debts 
amounted to $941,896 in the original ‘re- 
port, of which $285,529 was due to mer- 


chandise creditors of the Bellevue-Strat- 
| ford for supplies furnished to the hotel. 
i other debts were chiefly to broker- 
age concerns, while $85,850 was due on 
| the new residence Mr. Boldt was build- 
ing at Montecito, Cal. 

The State appealed from the ruling 
| that the Philadelphia debts should be 
| deducted entirely from the New York 
estate, and Surrogate Cohalan ruled 
that this was improper, and that the in- 
| debtedness should be credited equally 
| against the property in New York and 

Pennsylvania. The Surrogate ordered 
| a new appraisal, but before it was made 
| the courts ruled in the matter of Van- 
derbilt that a personal estate was Hable 
for an obligation on bonds given to se- 
cure a mortgage if the law of the State 
in which the real estate was situated 
provided similarly. In the Vanderbilt 
case the property was situated in 
Washington, D. C., and since this was 
the law in the District of Columbia the 
amount of the bonds was deducted from 
| the estate. 

} The Boldt estate accordingly filed new 

schedules, adding to the indebtedness of 
the estate $3,650,000 due on the Phila- 
| delphia real estate, and offering proof 
that the Pennsylvania laws make bonds 
secured by mortgages a personal obli- 
gation which must be paid from the per- 
sonal estate before the heirs can take 
possession of any real estate, which 
must be free and clear at the time they 
| become owners. The contention was up- 
held, and in the new appraisal yester- 
day the debts of the estate are fixed at 
$4,763,476, which, with other deductions, 
makes a total of $4,907,919, leaving a 
deficit in New York, since the total 
value of the estate, $2,154,995, has not 
been changed. 

The papers snow that at one time Mr. 
Boldt had additional mortgages of $7,- 
| 050,000 on his property in Philadelphia, 
but this sum had been paid off. The 
appraisal found no good-will value for 
the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel, but 
showed that at the time of his death 
guests of the hotel owed Mr. Boldt 
$266,565. ;

BOND RETIREMENT REPORT.

Increase of $20,000,000. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 7 (#).—¥For 
the purpose of taking care of building 
projects already under way and finan- 
cing future expansion, the Rochester 
Gas and Electric Corporation will ask 


for authorization of a $20,000,000 in- 
crease in its capital stock at a meeting 
of stockholders Friday, July 24, it was 
announced by E. C. Scobell, general 
auditor, today. 

The increase, which more than doubles 
the capital stock of the corporation, is 
expected to be sufficient to finance 
plans of the company for several years 
to come, according to Mr. Scobell.

WASHINGTON, July 7 (4).—Railroads 
operating throughout the northeastern 
section of the United States are not 


justified in increasing raes on vegetable 
oils under schedules which they pro- 
posed May 20, 1924, the Interstate Com- 
mission ruled today. Present schedules 
were ordered maintained, 

The cancelled schedules were designed 
to separate rates on vegetable oils used 
for paint from the rates on oils used 
for soap. Fifth class rates would have 
been applied on the paint oils and sixth- 
class rates on the soap oils, with inci- 
dental increases in both categories. A 
minority of the commission held that 
some increase would have been justified.

Paving Awards Break All Records 
In First Half-Year and Bulld- 
Ing Continues Large. 


Surveys of thirty leading industries 
just completed in the territory covered 
by the Atlantic States Shippers Ad- 
visory Board indicate an average in- 
crease of 5 per cent. in business for the 
third quarter of 1925 over the third 
quarter of 1924, W. J. L. Banham, 
Chairman of the board, reports. 

Commenting upon the industrial re- 
ports, Mr, Banham explained that the 
Advisory Board had commodity com- 
mittees covering every type of industry 
in Atlantic States territory, which in- 
cludes New York, New Jersey, Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland and 
part of Virginia.

Fully 50,000 Bales Traded In, 
With Net Advance of 33 
to 38 Points. 


$4 ABOVE MONDAY’S LOW 


Less Than the Usual June and Early 
July Moisture in Texas Adds 
to Drought Condition. 


. 


Cotton advanced $2 a bale yesterday 
under the heaviest concentrated buying 
fn some time. Action of the market on 
the. recent decline, when the trade 
bought whatever speculative interests 
sold, evidently led operators to take back 
cotton, and it, was estirgated that fully 
50,000 bales wefe purchased during the 
Gay. The largest orders were centred 
in October, and final prices proved high- 
est of the day at an advance of 33 to 38 
points. This represented a recovery of 
over $4 a bale from low levels of Mon- 
day. 

Recent rainfall in Western sections 
has not been sufficient to produce any 
fundamental] change in soil conditions in 
that region. The smallest precipitation 
from Sept. 1 to June 1 in thirty-five 
years in Texas has been followed by less 
than the usual June and early July 
moisture. In addition to the Téxas sit- 
uation, several other States received un- 
usually light rains during the past six 
weeks. At the same time sections of the 
€ast belt, notably Georgia and the Caro- 
linas, have had frequent showers which 
have brought reports of increased weevil 
Propagation. Rains fell over Mississippi, 
Alabama and Georgia the previous twen- 
ty-four hours, but only six stations 
throughout Texas, Oklahoma and Arkan- 
Sas reported any moisture. 

Liverpool prices made a full response 
to the late Monday rise on this side, 
and demand for cotton became a feature 
of opening trading. For a time New 
Orleans. continued the active ~ buying 
of the previous day, but when a succes- 
Bion of 5,000-bale buying orders had 
advanced the local level a quarter of a 
cent. New Orleans began to drag. 
Throughout the day New York led the 
upward movement and with each suc- 
cessive purchasing order in October or 
December, stop-loss limits were reached 
in. those positions. It was not until 
December touched 23%c that Southern 
selling of distant months’ supplied 
énough cotton to cause an easier tone 
and a setback. 

Selling by New Orleans operators and 
execution of scattered orders from vari- 
ous sections of the cotton belt started a 
20-point reaction during the afternoon, 
but the buying movement was resumed 
the last half-hour. From 23.45 for 
October, prices rose quickly, and séveral 
months touched highest figures of ihe 
séssion in closing trading. So large a 
quantity of cotton had been taken from 
the ring that professional covering in 
final dealings disclosed a scarcity of 
contracts.

COPPER SHARES GAIN 
WITH ACTIVE MARKET 


Many Large Producers Quote 14 
Cents a Pound—Still Obtain- 
able at 137. 


The copper metal market was again 
firm yesterday. Prices were quoted 
higher and at increased demand for 
both domestic and foreign account. This 
situation developed in a stronger market 
for copper shares on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Gains of a point or 
more were recorded in the shares of 
the leading producers, and some issues 
established new high records for the 
year. Kennecott, American Smelting 
and Refining, and Utah Copper were 
the leaders of the group. 

Many of the larger producers were 
quoting 14 cents a pound for delivery in 
the Connecticut Valley, but copper was 
still obtainable at 13% cents a pound 
from a few producers and dealers. The 
quotation of 14 cents a pound, it was 
stated, affected only inquiries for large 
blocks. If the demand continues, it is 
expected the 14-cent price will prevail in 
the market in a few days. 

Export prices were quoted at 13.80 
cents a pound bid, f. a. s. New York 
Harbor, while producers and dealers 
were asking 13. cents to 13.00 cents, 
an advance of 5 points for the day. 
These prices are equal to 14.05 to 14.10 
cents, c. i. f European ports. 

It was reported that one large Eng- 
lish consumer was in the market for 
27,000,000 pounds of copper. This could 
not be confirmed in local trade circles. 
Representatives of the larger compa- 
nies said that if such an offer were in 
the market they would know of it and 
that if it were they would not be will- 
ing to sell such a large quantity at pre- 
vailing prices. 


RISE IN LONDON SPURS 
RUBBER MARKET HERE 


Spot Crade Touches 93 Cents a 
Pound—F ature Prices Gain 
2 to 7 Cents. 


Mainly as a result of a wildly excit- 
ing market in London, where the price 
of crude rubber was reported closed at 
44144, an overnight advance of 3d, the 
market for spot and future delivery here 
also mounted. Spot touched a price of 
93 cents per pound, a gain of 4 cents 
over Monday and the highest since 


March-April, 1916. The improvement in 
the later arrivals ran from 2 to 7 cents 
per pound. 

Dealers said that despite the sharp ad- 
vances in the staple which are being re- 
peated daily, the amount of business 
done in spot rubber is of nominal pro- 
portions. The reason for this, they said, 
was that spot stocks were scanty and 
that a 10 and 15 ton order was a rarity. 
On the other hand, business for months 
running beyond the present period is 
very heavy. Tire manufacturers and 
makers of mechanical rubber articles 
are buying. The recent advance in tire 
prices has brought a flood of orders 
from tire salesmen all over the country 
who have found dealers stocking their 
shelves against any further rise. The 
demand for balloon tires, which calls 
for the usé of approximately one-third 
more rubber than in the making of high- 
pressure tires, has been one of the fac- 
tors responsible for the strength of the 
buying by manufacturers.

CANADA’S TRADE BALANCE. 


Total of $20,462,215 Reported on 
Favorable Side for May. 


A favorable trade balance of $20,462,- 
215 for May is shown in the Canadian. 
trade figures just issued at Ottawa by 
the Department of Customs and Excise, 
weich compares with a favorable bal- 
ance of $21,903,385 in the previous May 
and an adverse balance of $9,450,712 in 
May of 1923. 

Total trade was about $5,000,000 less 
than in the corresponding month of last 
year, but about $12,000,000 greater than 
in May, 1923. For the first two months 
of the fiscal year total trade was 
greater. by $4,000,000, while the favorable 
balance stands about $21,500,000, as 
compared with $20,500,000 for the same 
period last year.

"ABLPS OTHER GRAINS! 


Smallest ‘Receipts in Thirty 
‘Years Give a New Upturn 
* to All the Markets. 


WHEAT GAINS PASS 4 CENTS 


Million Bushels Are Sold for Export 
—July Corn Shows 
Strength.

CHICAGO, July 7.—All grains ‘ad- 
Vanced at the last and closed around 
the top, with wheat in Chicago 3% to 
4% cents higher, the latter on July, 
while corn gained 3 to 3% cents on the 
nearby deliveries and half a cent on 
December. Oats were 1 to 1% cents and 
rye 3% to 5% cents higher. 

Trading was slow during the greater 
Part of the day, but the strength in 
wheat in the Northwest and in Canada 
‘was an important factor. A good part 
of the advance in all grains was due 
to short covering. 

July wheat sold up to $1.47%, and 
practically closed there, while Septem- 
ber was up to $1.45% at the top and 
closed % to % cent under that figure. 

Minneapolis led the advance with gains 
of 4 to 4% cents, and Winnipeg finished 
8% to 8% cents higher. Kansas City 
gained 3 to 3% cents, with July leading. 

The Seaboard reported 1,000,000 bush- 
els sold abroad, of which 800,000 were 
Manitobas and the others said to be 
durums. 

Grain in the Chicago territory has 
been closed marketed, as indicated by 
the light receipts at Chicago.

Railroads Installed 70,949 in First

Supreme Court Justice Edward R. 
Finch, writing a unanimous opinion for 
the Appellate Division yesterday upheld 
the right of the New York Produce Ex- 
change to regulate its membership. The 
opinion was in a decision dismissing a 
judgment against the Exchange obtained 
on trial by Charles F. Garrigues Com- 
pany. , 

The point has been the subject of 
many similar rulings, but yesterday’s 
opinion went further in that: it estab- 
lished that the Exchange could not be 
compelled to issue a ceftificate of mem- 
bership to a present member of the Ex- 
change as a representative of the Gar- 
rigues Company. 

“There is no authority in the charter 
or by-laws of the Exchange,’’ wrote 
Justice Finch, “for the issuance of more 
than one certificate to a member, but 
on the contrary it would be in violation 


of the plain intent of the same, since 
the by-laws provide that each member 
shall be entitled to receive a certificate 
of membership, which certificate is sub- 
ject to assessment for gratuity purposes, 
and membership entitles the family of a 
deceased member to a portion of a fund 
called a gratuity fund. In. addition, 
such extra certificate would thus lessen 
the interest of every other,member of 
the Exchange in such fund.’’

BARS USURY PLEA IN SUIT. 


Such Defense Cannot Be Set Upina 
Partnership, Court Holds. 


An allegation of usury can be set up 
on loans of money but not upon money 
invested under partnership agreements, 
according to an opinion handed down 
yesterday by the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court. The opinion was an 
order reserving judgment against Ed- 
mond Van Dyk of Belgium in a suit 
brought by him to recover $5,400 from 
Henri Dujardin of this city. 

The action was based on three trade 
acceptances dated Oct. 5, 1921. They 
were issued in.connection with the car- 


rying on a furniture importation busi- 
ness, Dujardin receiving and selling the 
furniture here as it arrived from 
Belgium, and Van Dyk providing the 
money for the purchases abroad. 
Dujardin set up the defense of usury. 
He said that the Belgian had agreed to 
advance funds‘up to 200,000 francs, his 
interest to be 10 per cent. 

If the arrangement between the par- 
tier, wrote Justice William P. Burr, was 
that the plaintiff should purchase goods 
for the defendant abroad and should 
render services in connection therewith, 
the usury law does not apply. 

Maurice B. Gluck, appeared for Dujar- 
din, and Van Dyk’s counsel was 
Hamilton’ McInnes.
